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Aldermen Vote Lower 
Water Rates — Defeat 
Plea for Small Users 

Alderman Temperley Argues New Rate Should Be Applied 
To All — Director Ellis Called to Give Information 


A special meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen last Friday night produced 
a lengthy discussion on the matter of 
lowering water rates in Newton. At 
tho first meeting in December it was 
intended to pass an order giving a 
10% reduction in rates to the ma- 
jority of users. But, because of the 
probability that such action might be 
construed as a political measure, if 
passed just prior to election, it was 
deferred, and came up at the meet- 
ing on Monday night. The reduction 
as proposed by Director of Public 
Works Ellis and recommended by tho 
Claims & Rules and Finance Commit- 
tees was from 20c per hundred cubic 


feet to all users of less than 1000 
cubic feet per day to 18c. The cost 
of water to property owners using 
over 1000 cubic feet per day remains 
at 12c per 100 cubic feet. 

When the matter came up on Mon- 
day night Alderman Temperley stated 
that the reduction should bo hori- 
zontal so that persons using less than 
the minimum amount of water will 
also benefit. He asked why this mat- 
ter had not come before tho Public 
Works Committee? He said the gen- 
tlemen who are wearing Red, White 
and Blue buttons are urging economy, 
so people who economize on water

Three Youths 
Are Killed In 
Tragic Accident 

Crash Into Tree In West 
Newton 


Three youths were killed and a girl 
was severely injured when an auto- 
mobile driven by John M. Nefllnger, 
19, of 18 Withington rd.. Newtonvllle 
Hit u tree on Berkeley st., near Tem- 
ple st„ West Newton at 11:66 Tues- 
day night. The dead are — Paul T. 
Nefllnger, 20 of 18 Withington rd., 
Newtonvllle: Norman A. Pluksne, 21, 
of 62 Harding st., West Newton; 
James Ward, 18, of 106 Parmenter rd., 
Waltham. Tho injured are — Miss Au- 
drey Zaun, 18, of 13 Churchill st.. 
Newtonvllle. fractured pelvis, head 
and face injuries; Arthur Bergonzoni. 
19. 116 Harding st., West Newton cuts 
and bruises. Mario Lane, 17, of 259 
Pearl st., Newton and Phyllis LaValle, 
17. of 158 Linwood ave., Newtonvllle 
escaped injuries as did young Neflln- 
ger who was driving. 

According to statements made to 
the Newton police by Nefllnger tho car 
containing the eight young persons 
was being driven at a speed of over 
40 miles an hour around the curve on 
Berkeley st. when it grazed a tree at 
the side of the street. Going out of 
control the big sedan hit a second 
tree, slewed around sideways, turned 
completely over, landed on its wheels 
again, and came to a stop in the mid- 
dle of the street. Paul Nefllnger was 
catapulted out of the car onto the 
street and died of multiple injuries 
at the Newton Hospital about a half 
hour later. Pluksne and Ward were 
thrown out of the car and both re- 
ceived fractured skulls. The former 
died at the Newton Hospital at 10 a. 
m. Wednesday, and Ward died at tho 
hospital at 10:45 that morning. The 
Zaun girl was hurled over a stone 
wall. 

Paul Nefllnger graduated from St. 
Charles High School, Waltham In 1933 
and was a student at the Northeast- 
ern School of Business Administra- 
tion. He is survived by his parents, 
Mr. nnd Mrs. John W. Nefllnger: three 
brothers, John. Norbert and Gail Nef- 
tlnger; nnd a sister. Phyllis Nefllnger. 
His funeral service will be held to- 
morrow morning at Our Lady’s 
Church, Newton. Norman Pluksne 
was born in Jamaica Plain and grad- 
uated from Newton High School last 
June. He had been employed as a 
gasoline station attendant since then. 
He is survived by his parents, Michael 
Olga (John8burg)*3*lbk8ne; and a sla- 
ter, Alice Pluksne. His funeral serv- 
ice will he held Saturday afternoon 
at 2 at the Wentworth Funeral Home.

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MAYOR CHILDS’ INAUGURAL ADDRESS 

Ob New Year’s Day the inaugural exercises of Mayor Edwin 
O. Childs and other city officials took place before one of the 
largest, if not the largest, number of citizens in the city s 
history, to again prove the popularity of Newton s chief execu- 
tive. The inaugural address of the Mayor contains a number of 
recommendations which will meet with general approval as 
well as particular approval from various sections of the city. 
It was conceded by all the mayoralty candidates before elec- 
tion that a rise in the tax rate in 1936 was inevitable. It the 
increase can be held to the amount predicted, and if the public 
moneys are wisely expended, as we believe they will be, there 
are thousands of Newton taxpayers who will find no lault. 
The inference that the morale of the police department has 
been affected by political influence and liquor will be gen- 
uinely regretted. Neither should have nor can have any place 
in the functioning of a protective force. We have on several 
occasions expressed the need for more men in the police depart- 
ment in order to provide for adequate handling of traffic. A 
larger police force, we realize, will cost more money, hut if 
benefit results the necessary sums will be spent for something 
worth while. The same is true of the situation as it affects the 
resurfacing of some of the streets in the city. Some months 
ago we advocated the adoption of some plan which should 
spread the necessary work over a period of years. The adoption 
of the two-platoon system in the fire department means, how- 
ever, an expenditure of a considerable sum that should not 
be favored too hastily. This particular recommendation will 
require long and arduous study upon the part of the aldermen. 

Mayor Childs recommends a change to cash payments in 
the welfare department instead of the present commissary 
system. A real difference may well result on this administrative 
question, as there is much that can he said on both sides. There 
is considerable merit in the suggestion of the Mayor that vol- 
unteer investigators would give accurate and impartial reports 
upon the manner in which welfare money is spent. The issuance 
of water bills upon a semi-annual basis instead of a quarterly 
basis at present is largely an administrative problem. The 
doubling up of the work of sending out the bills, receiving col- 
lections and entering credits is one which concerns the clerical 
force rather than the water users, although many persons 
prefer to pay small bills four times a year than two larger bills 
twice a year. Salary increase in the library department also 
is an administrative affair. Few will object to bringing such 
salaries more in keeping with salaries of other departments or 
in keeping with the nature of the work. 

We have also commented frequently upon the need for the 
elimination of wooden school buildings. We would go a few 
steps farther than the recommendation of Mayor Childs in 
urging the continuance of the present program and favor the 
expansion of the program to include other wooden school 
buildings which are ignored for the time being. We have like- 
wise advocated the establishment of public parking places at 
Newton Corner and Newtonville. There are few projects which 
would supply the necessary incentive to impel Newton residents 
to shop locally more than adequate handling of traffic and 
adequate parking facilities. Newton Corner is vitally in need 
of such a project, and one only needs to try to drive an auto- 
mobile along Walnut street on a Saturday afternoon to ob- 
serve che desirability of a parking place in this locality. The 
elimination of wooden school buildings and the establishment 
of parking places and comfort stations are matters which are 
dependent upon the availability of funds. We trust that such 
improvements will not be delayed any longer than is necessary. 

In toto the recommendations of the Mayor will entail a 
considerable expenditure of money but in almost every in- 
stance projects of merit are suggested. Newton has always de- 
manded improvements as the city has grown. Continued 
growth will require additional projects. 


THE “FORGOTTEN” WATCHWORDS 

Governor Curley’s address to the 1936 session of the Legisla- 
ture will provide much discussion. Speaker Saltonstall hits 
the nail squarely on the head in stating that the message 
“shouts extravagance and whispers economy.” With 
the principle of balancing the state’s budget entirely by rev- 
enue and thereby eliminating the assessment made upon the 
cities and towns and known as the “state tax” there will be 
ready agreement upon the part of the real estate taxpayer. 
The imposition of new taxes upon cigarettes, tobacco products, 
slot machines and alcohol as well as the continuance of a 
cent of the gasoline tax, and the surtax upon incomes and the 
increase in dog racing taxes and truck registrations, will bring 
loud protests. The need for new buildings is evident but 
iurther increase in the cost of government must be carefully 
weighed. Retrenchment and economy are apparently the 
'‘forgotten watchwords” of bur government of today. 


A TRAGIC START 

The first automobile accident of the year in this state took 
place in West Newton as the clock was striking twelve to 
usher in the New Year. It was the worst and one of the most 
tragic ever to occur in this city. A car containing a group of 
young people crashed into a tree in a residential section of the 
city where such a serious accident would seem most unlikely 
to occur, and resulted in the death of three. Our sympathy 
and that of the people of Newton, goes out to the families of 
those who figured in the tragedy. We can only hope that it will 
serve to make others in the future more mindful of the ex- 
treme necessity for cautious driving.

City Solicitor Bartlett presented the 
Mayor with a desk set. A brief case 
was presented to James Dempsey, 
secretary to the Mayor for the past 
six years. The presentation was mudo 
by Ernst Hermann. Supt. of Play- 
grounds and accepted by Mayor Weeks 
in Mr. Dempsey’s behalf as the lat- 
ter was at home ill with a cold. Mr. 
Dempsey will continue in Mr. Weeks’ 
employ as his private secretary. 


The Great and General Court of 
Massachusetts convened at eleven 
o’clock on Wednesday for the second 
session of the 149th legislature. Speak- 
er Saltonstall called the House of 
Representatives to order and Presi- 
dent Moran the Senate. The organi- 
zation of the two branches was with- 
out incident despite the fact that ru- 
mors had been existent of an attempt 
to unseat both presiding officers. 
With the exception of a few changes 
in committee assignments the legis- 
lature is unchanged from that of last 
year. 

A joint convention of the two 
branches was called in order to listen 
to Governor Curley’s official mes- 
sage. The Governor and the Coun- 
cil were escorted into the House 
chamber by his staff and shortly after 
twelve o’clock he begnn his address. 
Reading of the message occupied n 
full hour and a half and at its con- 
clusion the joint convention was dis- 
solved. Neither branch of the legis- 
lature will meet to conduct business 
until next Monday. The Governor’s 
various recommendations will be re- 
ferred to their proper committees and 
will be more widely discussed as the 
session progresses. 

The introduction of various peti- 
tions will continue until January elev- 
enth after which time further peti- 
tions will be admitted only through 
special procedure. At the present time 
fewer hills have been filed than at a 
similar time last year. Late Wednes- 
day afternoon hut 333 bills had been 
filed with the clerks of the lower 
branch as against approximately one 
hundred more than that figure a year 
ago. The hulk of the petitions, how- 
ever. will he filed next week hut it 
is anticipated that they will total 
considerably fewer than the more 
than 2500 of 1935. 

Representative Brimblecom of New- 
ton this week introduced a Dill at the 
request of Mrs. Julia W. Keene of 
Newton and more than fifty other 
petitioners for the abolishment of 
capital punishment. The hill in ques- 
tion would substitute life imprison- 
ment for the present mandatory death 
sentence. 
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The Newton Chapter of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross helped as usual to 
bring cheer to service men. That 
they might he received Christmas Day 
in foreign lands 108 hags, all alike 
and filled with comfort for the men 
— sewing kits, playing cards, pocket 
diaries, knives, tooth brushes and 
paste, writing paper and pencils — 
were sent to headquarters last Au- 
gust. Articles were wrapped separate- 
ly in red tissue and fastened by seals 
by the Girl Scouts at Camp Mary 
Day. Each bag contained also a greet- 
ing card and postal addressed back 
to the Newton Chapter. Soon these 
cards will return to the office with 
most appreciative messages from t lie 
marines who receive them. In addi- 
tion to the Christmas Bags 35 hooks 
and over 200 Geographies and similar 
magazines were sent to the Charles- 
ton Navy Yard, to he dispatched by 
them to Veterans’ Hospitals.

60 YEARS AGO 

Newton Republican, Jan. 6, 1877 

Mayor Speare’s inaugural address 
was distinguished by several features 
wanting on those of other Mayors in 
Massachusetts; brevity, clearness and 
an evident appreciation on the part 
of the writer of tiie condition and 
needs of the city in all departments. 
For every recommendation lie gives 
a reason and economy is tiie keynote; 
not niggardly saving as would lessen 
efficiency in any direction, hut tiie 
economy exercised by judicious men 
in their business affairs. Mayor 
Speare does not believe in cheap 
service because it is cheap, or that 
extravagant salaries necessarily re- 
sult in the best service. 

John Ryan of West Newton, son 
of Edward Ryan has returned home. 
He was in the U. S. Cavalry under 
General Custer and been feared killed 
in the Custer massacre. 

Tiie snow storm of Monday night 
delayed the trains Tuesday morning 
and business men were obliged to 
seek other means of transit to Bos- 
ton. 

About 12: 15 Friday noon fire was 
discovered in the furnace room of tiie 
Newton Free Library by Janitor Detn- 
mond. He at once shouted an alarm 
from the door of the building which 
had tiie effect of bringing Engineer 
Park and several other citizens. They 
attacked the flames with buckets of 
water and despite tiie dense smoke 
apparently succeeded in extinguish- 
ing the flames shortly after the ar- 
rival of a portion of the fire depart- 
ment. The firemen retired from the 
scene and the danger was believed to 
lie past when Miss Hannah James, 
the librarian, rushed down from the 
library room ami lmd broken out up- 
stairs. A second alarm was sounded 
and the fire department was soon on 
the ground. The firemen worked 
with a will and in about a half hour 
the fire was nearly out. The entire 
damage Is estimated at about 12500, 
half of which is from water. The 
damage to the hooks is trivial, some 
being wet and soiled while being re- 
moved from the building. 

Mayor Speare in his inaugural ad- 
dress stated that our permanent po- 
lice force can be reduced without 
detriment to the interests of our cit- 
izens. It consists of a city marshal, 
two day and ten night patrolmen, a 
reduction of three from last year.

50 YEARS AGO 

Newton Graphic, Jan. 2, 1886 

The sanitary condition of the Un- 
derwood School Is not what it should 
he. The officials whose duy it is to 
look after this matter should not 
neglect it. It is all important that ev- 
ery precaution should be taken to 
protect the health of the children. 

One of the finest receptions ever 
given in the city took place on Tues- 
day evening at the residence of Mrs. 
W. H. Blodgett on Fairmont avenue. 
Newton. Several hundred invitations 
had been issued and the affair had 
been a prominent topic in fashionable 
circles for several weeks. Mayor Kim- 
ball, City Treasurer Kenrick, Dr. 
Stone and other city officials were 
present as well as many guests from 
Boston and other places. Soon after 
8 o’clock the carriages began to ar- 
rive and from that time until 10 there 
was a steady stream. To avoid con- 
fusion each driver received a card 
corresponding to one given to each 
guest; a system which worked ad- 
mirably. Elaborate preparations had 
been made for the comfort of the 
guests and the magnificence of the 
mansion was the subject of general 
remark. Dancing commenced soon 
after 10 and continued until 12 to the 
music of a 9 piece orchestra. Viands 
of the most delicate and tempting de- 
scription were provided for the inner 
man in bountiful profusion and the 
hospitable hostess left nothing undone 
that would contribute to the happi- 
ness of her guests. 


Powers’ Paragraphs 
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A petition which will be presented 
to the 1936 Board of Aldermen, sim- 
ilar to one recently presented to the 
1935 Board, asks that a large area of 
land fronting on Boylston st (the Wor- 
cester turnpike). Chestnut Hill, be 
changed from single residence zone to 
business zone. This land extends for 
500 or 600 yards along the turnpike, 
including the property owned by some 
of the petitioners between the Brook- 
line-Newton line and Hammond st. It 
includes land which only a few years 
ago was changed from business zone 
to single residence zone at the behest 
of the persons who now want not 
only this same land changed hack 
from a residence zone, hut also a 
large, additional frontage along th 
turnpike. Should the 1936 Board of 
Aldermen he unwise enough to grant 
this petition, results would certainly 
follow which would have adverse af- 
fects not alone on Chestnut Hill, but 
on those parts of Newton Centre, Oak 
Hill. Newton Highlands and Upper 
Falls contiguous to and even some dis- 
tance from the turnpike. This big 
highway, constructed a couple of years 
ago at great expense to the people, 
would rapidly evolve along its entire 
length through this city into a busi- 
ness thoroughfare. The unattractive 
features which invariably result from 
the erection of business blocks and 
filing stations would ruin the values of 
high class residential areas not only 
abutting the rear of the business area, 
lull within visible distance. And the 
purpose of the turnpike — to afford a 
high speed traffic artery remote from 
business areas between Boston and 
Worcester — would be nullified. It 
behooves not only residents of Chest- 
nut Hill and the other South Side sec- 
tions of this city to realize the men- 
ace of tiie proposed zoning change, but 
automobile owners in general who use 
the turnpike should object to its per- 
version into a business street with 
accompanying parking and other traf* 
slowing results.

As unconventional and circus- 
like as it was, the whole thing was 
neat and ship-shape. The fussiest 
housekeeper could find no reason to 
complain. 

I was told that at first the owner 
of the dishes protested. Finally she 
gave in. Now she is quite pleased to 
see her helpers so happy and has lit- 
tle fear of accidents. I don’t suppose 
everybody can learn the art of jug- 
gling in connection with home dish- 
washing. Nevertheless, it seems to me 
it might well be taught as a course 
in household economics. If it were, 
tiie kitchen and its duties would he 
far more popular with the young 
people. 


In Many Homes 

Guessing contests have been in or- 
der in not a few households since 
Christmas. Gifts, usually from a dis- 
tance, have been received with grat- 
itude, followed with a puzzled silence. 
The reason is that the donor had se- 
lected some of the new articles, usual- 
ly dishes, for domestic use that the 
recipients failed to recognize and 
could only query, “Wonder what 
they’re for?" 

The accompanying card often says. 
“Hope you’ll find much use for this,” 
hut gives no explanation. The family 
thereupon begin a serious study, each 
declaring he or she has never seen 
the same thing.

Aldermen Vote 
Lower Water Rate 

(Continued from pngo 1) , 

should got Homo recognition. Ho of- 
fered an amendment to tho order 
specifying that the minimum rate on 
motors bo reduced from $2.25 per 
qmirler to $2.00. thus giving the bene- 
fit of some snvlngs to 23% of water 
takers in Newton who use less than 
tho minimum specified. Alderman 
Cronin seconded Temperley's motion 
and Htated he had been informed that 
83% of water meters in Newton are 
1 inch meters or smaller and these 
would receive no reduction under the 
proposed new rates. Cronin sold tho 
public has been deluded into believing 
that all will get reductions. 

Alderman Bowen, chairman of the 
Finance Committee said the revenue 
of the Water Department had to he 
considered in fixing the new rates. 
Tho schedule had been made up so 
that the revenue will drop about $30,- 
000 with the proposed reduction and 
it would he risky to increase the 
amount reduced. He explained that 
the bonded debt of the Water Depart- 
ment in Newton is $500,000 and this 
is being reduced $50,000 yearly. He 
said the rates charged for water in 
Newton are the same on the average 
sis all places in Greater Boston; Cam- 
bridge and Brookline being lower, and 
Boston and Malden higher. A irman 
Hill said that while he was inclined 
to favor Temperley’s amendment, he 
would want more time to study it. 

Alderman Temperley said all uaei 
should benefit by the reduction, and 
even though the savings to the small 
users would he only $1 year y, they 
are entitled to it. He saul there 
is glaring favoritism to some large 
users who get wholesale rates. He 
cited the case of the Boston & Albany 
railroad which n<<* only gets the low 
rate for its large use of water for 
locomotives nt Riverside, but also 
for the small meters in its railroad 
stations. Temperley argued that the 
B & A charged enough for the use of 
water at its depots, and should pay 
the retail rate for water at these sta- 
tions. Alderman Cronin said that no- 
bodv will benefit by the reduction 
and he had heard no member of the 
Mdermen give an intelligent reason 
for passing the order as proposed. 
II,. asked that the matter go hack 
for further study and moved that 
it be laid on the table. 

Alderman Holden said that the 
Claims & Rules Committee approved 
tin* change and since $30,000 in water 
charges is going to be saved New- 
ton residents, some persons surely 
are going to benefit. He said that 
77% of water takers in the city have 
meters less than 1 inch in size and 
most of these persons will benefit 
by tlie reduction. Holden stated that 
there are only 25 meters in the city 
of tlie 6 inch or larger sizes and some 
of these cost the city $450; there- 
fore there have been increases in the 
charges for these large meters to re- 
pay the city for its investment on 
them. Alderman Rawson said that 
under the proposed change the min- 
imum use of water has been increased 
from 1100 cubic feet per quarter to 
1210 cubic feet, 30 all will get a ben- 

“bt* „ , . 

Alderman Colby said many of his 
friends think Newton water rates too 
high, so upon becoming a member of 
tlie Board he made an investigation 
and found the Newton Water Depart- 
ment was making a net profit of 
20%. He said such a profit is un- 
fair. but the argument had been used 
that the surplus from this profit was 
used to cut down the tax rate. He 
stated that this is not just to water 
users as much taxable real estate in 
the city is unimproved property. 

Director of Public Works Ellis was 
called upon to give information and 
said that if the Temperley amendment 
should pass. 14.000 of the 15.300 met- 
ers in the city would bring a $1 year- 
ly less revenue, and thus an added 
$14,000 would be deducted on top of 
the $30,000 planned. This would put 
the Water Department $14,000 in the 
t ed as the revenue as anticipated after 
the proposed $30,000 is made, will 
just take care of payments on the 
bonded indebtedness plus the cost of 
maintaining the department and car 
rying through a program of improve- 
ments planned for the coming 5 years. 
He said that 23% of all quarterly bills 
rendered are minimum bills and 
of tlie bills will have reductions, ac- 
cording to the proposed change. 

Alderman Temperley argued that 
since Water Commissioner Murray 
had stated that 23% of water meters 
in Newton use less than the minimum, 
only 23% of the 14,000 meters men 
tioned by Mr. Ellis would be affected 
by the dollar reduction, and that the 
added reduction would be $3500 rath- 
er than $14,000. Ellis agreed that 
Temperley was right in this conten- 
tion. Temperley said that the Water 
Department ought to he able to stand 
the additional $3500 loss. 

A vote was then taken and Temper- 
ley’s amendment was lost. Those who 
voted for it were Alderman Akins. 
Cronin and Temperley. Those voting 
against it were: Aldermen Bowen. 
Colby. Floyd, Goddard. Gordon. Greb- 
enstein, Guzzl, Hill. Holden, Hutchin- 
son, Inches, Lyon, McCabe, McKay, 
Melcher. Rawson, and Walker. A vote 
was then taken on the change as rec- 
ommended by tho committee and the 
order passed with Akins, Cronin, and 
Temperley voting in the negative.

At the inaugural exercises at city 
hall on Wednesday Mayor Edwin O. 
Childs afldroHsed tlie Board of Ald**r- 
tnen as follows: 

Gentlemen of tho Board of Aldermen: 

“Today we organize our municipal 
government, and, as we do so, I wish 
for every man, woman and little child 
in this City a very happy and help- 
ful and hopeful New Year. In as- 
suming responsibilities placed upon 
us by the voters we have most appro- 
priately, and in accordance with cus- 
tom, sought tlie guidance of Almighty 
God. That i- as it should be. • in 
tlie days of uncertainty which lie 
ahead, we shall need that guidance es- 
pecially if our progress as a people 
is to be onward and upward — and. 
t hat by the way. is the only sort of 
progress for individuals or communi- 
ties which show a net gain in tlie 
end. 

“It is a high honor to have been 
selected as members of our City gov- 
ernment. and I am sure that we all 
appreciate that honor. Tlie privilege 
of being the trusted servants of the 
people (that is precisely what we 
are) is one of the greatest that can 
come to an American Citizen. Public 
servants — stewards: that Is our proper 
lesignatlon — and it is required of ste- 
wards that a man he found faithful. 
A public office is a public trust. Fi- 
delity to that trust is expected of us. 
We are here to get the right answei 
to the problems of our people. We 
are here for the sole purpose of bene- 
fiting the City and not of helping 
ourselves. We are not here to play 
politics but to transact the business 
which vitally concerns all of our peo- 
ple in a manner which will result 
in the promotion of the common good. 
To promote one’s own or any merely 
private Interest, or to allow political 
ambition to swerve us in our public 
duties is simple dishonesty and 
betrayal of our trust. 

"The warrant which empowers us 
to work is the charter of the City of 
Newton. We have sworn to uphold 
tlie laws of the Common wealth of 
Massachusetts and our Country. That 
charter calls for an Executive Depart- 
wient and a Legislative Department 
and forbids either branch from ex- 
ercising the duties of the other — and 
yet we are expected to and we are 
going to work together for the up- 
building of the City and the good 
of all. 

Predicts Tax Rise 

“The business of government is 
largely spending money — tlie people’s 
money — taken from them by taxation 
on assessed property. We must, 
therefore, see to it that taxation is 
not too burdensome or assessments 
too high. Taxes are the cost of gov- 
ernment. They represent for the 
most part tlie cost of labor and ma- 
terials. The only possible way to 
reduce taxes is to spend less. If 
the cost of government can be re- 
duced the tax burden automatically 
will become lighter. But in order to 
reduce taxes, activities must be re- 
duced. and yet, all the time tax- 
payers demand more and better serv- 
ice. better roads, better highways, 
better police and fire protection, 
abundant and pure water, effective 
disposal of waste, adequate library 
facilities, better parks and playgrounds 
and a wise educational system. All 
these are essential. They are what 
our citizens demand. They cost 
money. Maintenance alone of func- 
tions already established means a con- 
siderable outlay of public funds. In a 
growing city like ours tlie slogan “re- 
duce taxes" sounds well in a political 
campaign, but the best judgment ot’ 
those familiar with the situation- tak- 
ing into account fixed charges, con- 
tracts yet to lie fulfilled, commit- 
ments already made together with 
other inheritances which necessarily 
come to a new administration, tlie 
best judgment I say is that taxes 
cannot be reduced the coming year 
even if we do nothing but maintain 
what we already have. The guess on 
increase in the tax rate varies from 
$1.20 to $3.00. Let us strive to keep 
the tax rate and the tax bills as 
low as possible still doing the things 
which need to be done. These past 
years have been most difficult years 
and I think that those in authority 
have proha lily done tlie best that 
could he done under distressing cir- 
cumstances. They. therefore, de- 
serve the thanks of all grateful cit- 
izens and on behalf of our citizens 
I wish tlie retiring Mayor. Aldermen 
and School Committeeman well. 

Better Times Ahead 

"Most cities today are in a slump 
financially. But whatever the situa- 
tion much can be done. We must go 
forward. We can eliminate non-es- 
sentials. We can guard against waste 
and needless expense. We can keep 
taxes as lov as possible consistent 
with reasonable demands. Actual leg- 
itimate expenses justifiable indebted- 
ness will always lie paid for cheer- 
fully by the taxpayers. What they 
demand they do not expect to get 
for nothing. AU they require is ade- 
quate service for the money taken 
from them in taxes. ‘Wise economy’ 
should be our watchword -construc- 
tive economy. ‘There is that scatter- 
eth und yet increaseth: and there is 
that wlth-holdeth more than Is meet, 
but it temleth to poverty.’ Cities like 
Individuals must spend and grow or 
they hoard and decline. Newton is 
a city which is bound to grow and 
will, in all probability, continue to 
grow with better times at the same 
pace It was growing when the de- 
pression set in With the shortage 
of houses existing in our land today, 
with the facilities of cupitul unloosed 


and with the willingness of millions 1 
of unemployed to get back to work ' 
It would seem that better times are 
nearer to us than many people realize. 

"The financial condition of the City 
is substantially as follows: the gross 
debt is a little over seven millions; | 
the net debt six and one-half mil- 
lion; the debt limit is four millions ■ 
and quarter; the debt within the 
debt limit is around three million and 
a quarter leaving a borrowing capac- 
ity of something over one million dol- 
lars. There is a probable surplus in 
the water department of $180,000.00 I 
and a deficit in the other department J 
of $40.0i*0 leaving a surplus of $14". - 
000. Unless operating expenses can j 
i ednr**d ov<*r tie- < m rent budget 
the increase in the tax rate can be I 
estimated at $1.20 upward.

Their recommendations cover Newton 
Corner and NewtooviQe as the two 
areas that need attention. In 1931 
a study of Traffic Conditions in New- 
ton Corner was made by Lewis E. 
Moore. His findings are contained in 
a report made to the Board of Aider- 
men under date of July 27. 1931. I 
recommend that a committee of five 
be appointed, such committee to be 
made up of three members of the 
Board of Aldermen and two members 
of the Newton Chamber of Com- 
merce. to study both reports referred 
to and make a report not later than 
May first of the present year cover- 
ing a definite program of what should 
be done to relieve the present con- 
gestion in these two areas.

Few persons realize the tremendous 
advance that has been made in this 
country in the past thirty yenrs 
against the ravaging effects of tuber- 
culosis. In 1906 one’s chances of dying 
from the disease were three times 
greater than todny. From being the 
most common cause of denth at that 
time It has dropped to the seventh 
Despite this advance there Is still 
much that can be done. Tuberculo- 
sis, preventable and curable in its 
earlier stages, still takes more lives 
of persons between the ages of 15 and 
45 years than any other disease. It 
continues to strike down men nnd 
women in their best years. With the 
knowledge now possessed by science 
there Is every hope to believe that 
tuberculosis will be as rare as small- 
pox. The advancement of this work 
is accomplished through the receipts 
from the sale of Christmas health 
seals which were distributed through- 
out Newton a few weeks before Christ- 
mas Tho entire receipts from New- 
ton residents are spent In locnl care 
and prevention. The Health Commit 
tee of the Welfare Bureau and the 
Newton Federation of Women’s Clubs 
report that only one-quarter of tho 
seals sent out have received attention. 
The sale of these seals .will continue 
through Jnnuary and those who have 
neglected to respond to the appeal 
are urged to make their contribution 
promptly.

The belief Hint out of tho con- 
troversy on labor problems between 
John L. Lewis, head of the United 
Mine Workers and William Greene, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor will come n form of union 
now to this country is tho opinion 
of Ernest Johnson, secretary of tho 
Boston Building Trades Union ex- 
pressed in a talk upon “Labor” at tho 
meeting of the Newton Rotnry Club 
on Mondny. Mr. Johnson, who is a 
trustee of tho Boston Elevated Rail- 
way and a former president of tho 
Boston Central Labor Union, was in- 
troduced by Frnnk L. Riclmrdson. 

The speaker stated that the populnr 
conception of a "labor” man ns a 
roughneck” and a "grabber” arose 
from tho fact that tho public knew 
little nbout labor except through the 
newspaper stories when labor was in 
trouble. He characterized labor ns 
unselfish, with policies and influence 
and tho ultimate objective of affilia- 
tion of workers in all trades. He re- 
marked that Massachusetts wns a pi 
oneer in labor legislation along social 
and humane lines and that labor re- 
alized that co-operation must exist 
between it and the employer and that 
there enn be no discrimination in la- 
bor’s favor. Employers, however 
have hindered labor’s interests in 
many ways, chiefly through its great 
weakness, hunger. 

Trade unions strive to build up 
their memberships to a position of 
influence in industry and in govern 
ment. The weaker ones are the ones 
that are most likely to encounter trou- 
ble. Compnny unions, he claimed are 
never organized until outside unions 
come into the picture. The employer, 
in order to offset the outside union, 
starts a company union or mutual wel- 
faro association. Sometimes espion- 
age, discharge and other practices are 
resorted to in an effort to prevent 
the affiliation of compnny workers 
with outside unions. With all the ef- 
forts of employers to prevent union 
influence they frequently express 
need for an organization such as the 
American Federation of Labor and 
characterize it ns a safety valve. Rec- 
ognition of labor, however, will come 
Mr. Johnson believes, through legis- 
lation and not through strife. The 
time will come when the employer 
will encourage employees to Join 
unions just as he now encourages his 
executives to join service clubs. The 
employer has always been afraid that 
labor will become too powerful and 
will ask for something to which they 
are not entitled or for something the 
employer does not want to grant. The 
situation Is similar to that of the old 
slave days when tho master held the 
upper hand over the servant. This 
situation cannot prevail because it 
creates discontent and malcontent. 

I^ibor is opposed to many govern- 
mental methods of relief. But labor 
realizes that there are but two courses 
open. The employer must voluntarily 
co-operato or must suffer the yoke of 
governmental restriction. The em- 
ployer will have to bargain with the 
employees or expect the government, 
state as well as national, to listen to 
tho voice of labor and Impose legis- 
lation. A poll of industrial plants dur- 
ing the existence of the NRA showed 
90 per cent signifying a trend towards 
the A. F. of L. 

The new form of union foreseen by 
Mr. Johnson exists nt present in some 
foreign countries. It Is the indus- 
trial form in which workers in one 
plant belong to the union and are af- 
filiated with other unions in similar 
industries. Labor has been charged 
with stifling the training of new work- 
ers. This charge is untrue, the speak- 
er asserted, stating that he has never 
seen the number of apprentices re- 
stricted by labor. On the other hand 
employers during tho past five years 
have trained no new workers and 
there is a growing dearth of mechan- 
ics and other operatives. The depres- 
sion has given industry no interest 
or incentive in training new work- 
ers and must do so in the future. 

In concluding his address Mr. John- 
son summed up labor’s objective ns 
the securing of decent wage and liv- 
ing conditions for the worker, with 
provisions for tho keeping of labor 
informed as to the financial condition 
of industry, good ns well as bad. Em- 
ployees have not been ready to ac- 
cept a wage reduction In bad times 
because in the past industry has 
never been willing to permit them to 
share in tho profits of bettor times. 
Interest of both employer and em- 
ployee must of necessity be spread 
upon a broader base than formerly.

The plot of this most popular drama 
concerns Itself chiefly with the af- 
fairs of Rose Trelawney, an actress in 
London during the eighteen fifties, 
who fell madly in love with Arthur 
Gow'cr. a young aristocrat. However, 
before Rose was allowed to marry 
Arthur, his relatives insisted that she 
live with them for a short time to see 
if she would make a good wife. To 
the high-spirited young nctress the 
Victorian repression was unbearable, 
and after a violent quarrel, she re- 
turned to the Wells Theatre. Out of 
this dramatic situation, Pinero has 
evolved a climax of the sort that one 
meets but seldom in the theater. 

Yet. although the plot Is always 
fascinating, it is the comedy that 
makes "Trelawney of the Wells” so 
outstanding. The banquet scene, the 
invasion of the Gower Mansion by the 
actors of the Wells, and the riotous 
rehearsal scene, have set a high wa- 
ter mark in the theater that no other 
playwright has been able to attain, 
and have made the play an actor’s 
paradise.

Bruce Permanent 
Director of 
Community Chest 

Expects To Raise $6,000 Bal- 
ance Soon 


The Board of Directors of tho New- 
ton Community Chest, Inc., report 
that they have employed Mr. L. A. 
Bruce, Jr., ns Executive Director for 
a one year term. Mr. Bruce was 
Scout Executive of Norumbega Coun- 
cil, Inc., Hoy Scouts of America, from 
April 2nd, 1927 to December 31, 1935. 

When he came to tho Boy Scout 
Council as Scout Executive, there 
were eleven units with about 300 boys 
and 65 men. Today, tho Council in- 
cludes Newton and Wellesley, has 
about 1,100 Cubs, Scouts. Seascouts 
and Rovers and 150 men interested 
and active in tho work of the Coun- 
cil. In addition the Council owns, 
free and clear, one of the largest 
short-term Camps, called the Nobscot 
Reservation, with 175 acres of land 
and 24 buildings, worth about $40,- 
000 . 00 . 

The Newton Community Chest, in 
employing a full time executive, has 
followed 16 years’ of experience In 
tho United States, where there are 
over 400 community chests. Experi- 
ence 1ms clearly shown that success 
in Chest organization comes only when 
there is a full-time executive when 
the Chest is raising over $100,000.00 
annually. 

Raising the money for member- 
agencies is only one phase of the 
work of the Community Chest. In ad- 
dition it works with its member agen- 
cies. to help strengthen their respec- 
tive programs and activities; it gives 
public service by co-ordinating the 
work of public and private agencies. 

For example, the Chest last fall 
took the lead by initiating frequent 
conferences in a group with all execu- 
tives of public and private welfare 
agencies to discuss local relief prob- 
lems and how to handle them. The 
latest was held with his Honor, Mayor 
Edwin O. Childs, with respect to co- 
operation between the City Welfare 
Department.

Newton Centre Imp. 
Asso. Will Oppose 
Business On Pike 

Wants Land Taken To Protect 
Hammond Pond 


A general meeting of the Newton 
Centro Improvement Association was 
held Tuesday, in the Newton Centro 
Branch Library building. As speci- 
fied in the notice of the meeting, the 
members of the Executive Commit- 
tee were looking for trouble; and 
though they found Home, most of tho 
members present thought that though 
the community could he Improved in 
some respects, tho Association had 
done so much in its eighty-four years 
of existence to make Newton Centre 
an IdeaT community to live In that 
there were only a few details to he 
taken care of at present. 

Alderman Inches from Chestnut Hill 
was Introduced, and spoke of appli- 
cations for rezoning along tho Wor- 
cester Turnpike some 560 yards west 
from Hammond st.; of which about 
235 yards Is in Newton. Originally 
zoned for business, this area was la- 
ter rezoned for single residence at 
the request of the owners. Petitions 
in 1935 that tho areas he restored to 
business and manufacturing zones 
have been, put Into 1936 business. It 
was understood that tho town of 
Brookline wns hoping to see what 
action Newton was going to take. 
Then it was unanimously voted that 
a petition he presented to the Legis- 
lature this week that the land in 
question be taken by the Metropoli- 
tan District Commission for the pro- 
tection of Hammond’s Pond. The 
sense of the meeting was that every 
effort should be made to eliminate 
’’spot zoning” on the turnpike. 

On the question of bus service, the 
members were definitely in favor of 
the new move to provide a line link- 
ing Newton Centre with Cleveland 
cir.: and also with Oak Hill, though 
the probabilities were that this would 
he used less by Newton Centre resi- 
dents. The Association went on rec- 
ord as favoring both lines, however. 

Considerable feeling was manifest 
when the question of the Edwin S. 
Webster Playground, otherwise known 
as the Dump, came up. The Associa- 
tion has previously communicated with 
City Hall in nn attempt to have this 
work completed: to have the filled 
area covered over: or even to have 
the location made presentable in ap- 
pearance from the railroad. It seemed 
to the members present that certainly 
they should he able to expect the 
Playground to bo instated as such 
shortly. 

As to the poor condition of the 
sidewalks In the Centre, many of them 
on the main streets, there was more 
agreement that they should he re- 
paired and replaced than as to the 
method to be employed. Sevornl mem 
hers asked why men on relief, either 
city or national, could not be used 
to build good sidewalks, rather than 
‘‘build stone walls over in the woods.’’ 


To Reestablish 

Reserve Police 

A reserve force for the Newton 
police department will he recreated 
shortly. Such a force existed for sev- 
eral years during the intter part of 
Mayor Childs' administration, but af- 
ter Mayor Weeks took office and the 
Newton police department underwent 
the change from patrolling on foot 
nights to riding in automobiles, the 
reserve force was gradually abolished 
as Its members were appointed to the 
regular force. The purpose of the re- 
serves was to provide substitutes for 
regular patrolmen off duty because 
of suspensions or illness or for other 
reasons. For several years the police 
department has been frequently short 
of men to fill assignments and the 
lack of substitutes has been a handi- 
cap.

Newton Inventor 

Wins Big Suit 


Edward F. Small of 21 Park pi., 
Newtonville, an Inventor, won an im- 
portant verdict last Friday when Judge 
Hugh McLellan in the Federal Court 
iit Boston gave a decision which en- 
titles Small to collect royalties on 
chairs of a swivel base type which 
nro now in common use in modern 
railroad coaches. Small got his idea 
of tlie chair mechanism from an elec- 
tric toaster and submitted the invtyi- 
tlon to the Heywood-Wakefield Com- 
pany in whose employ he was at that 
time. They offered him $750 for it 
and he declined, asking $10,000. The 
company went ahead and manufac- 
tured tlie chairs, contending that the 
invention was its property because of 
"shop rights." Small contended that 
ho invented the chair base on his 
own time and worked on it at his 
own home. He expects to collect a 
considerable amount from the com- 
pany in hack royalties. 


Will Improve 

Laundry Brook 


Work has started on improving 
that section of Laundry Brook be- 
tween Walnut and Cjibot sts.. New- 
tonville. With the exception of a 
short stretch of the brook near Bul- 
lough Pond and Dexter rd.. it is all 
enclosed in culverts other than the 
800-foot section now to be improved. 
Tlie improvements will consist of 
deepening, laying a cement bottom 
and building retaining walls. The 
WPA has authorized $25,764 for labor 
on this project, and the city has jip- 
propriated $8000 for materials. The 
job will give work to 67 unemployed 
residents of Newton for some weeks. 
A culvert 50 feet long will be built to 
extend the present culvert which 
ends at Gay st. Six hundred men are 
now employed on WPA projects in 
Newton; an increase of about 50 over 
the number employed on ERA proj- 
ects last year.

of their own. If this were not so. tlie 
world would never have made any 
progress. As men and women grow 
older they lose the enthusiasms and 
ideals of youth. In spite of what a 
well known writer has said, life does- 
n't begin at 40. and you and I know 
it only too well. 

"Militarism is crushing the rights of 
youth in many countries today,” said 
Miss Slattery, citing Japan as an in- 
stance of heavy taxation. “In China 
there is the curse of drugs along the 
North Wall, where, owing to the dis- 
turbed conditions, the sale of opium 
is unchecked and the youth of an en- 
tire nation is being betrayed. 

"When I look at the thousands of 
young people of Italy I know that 
some day upon their young shoul- 
ders will rest the burden of the al- 
most unbearable taxes which will re- 
sult from Italy’s present imperialism. 
In Germany, whose universities were 
formerly leaders in the world's prog- 
ress. today youth can learn only what 
the teachers are permitted by the gov- 
ernment to impart: and the head of 
the government is a former paper- 
hanger who does not now the mean- 
ing of liberal ideals. Yet Hitler has 
captured the souls of the youth of 
Germany by promising bread to those 
who were hungry, work to tlie unem- 
ployed. and social security for all.” 

Turning to Russia, she declared that 
the youth of that country did not make 
the Soviet Republic and had not had 
anything to say about its govern- 
ment. She deplored the narrow train- 
ing of young men and women which 
prevented them from gaining any 
knowledge or ideas except those dis- 
seminated by the Soviet Government. 
The youth of Russia is in no way rep- 
resented in the present government 
It is not free to think, it cannot dis- 
miss, it cannot read hooks published 
outside the country. In France taxa- 
tion today is u tragic burden and

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THE HUMAN ELEMENT 

The mounting toll of death and injury by automobiles pre- 
sents an appalling problem which is receiving more and more 
attention and which must be solved. We cannot continue to 
permit conditions to exist which contribute to this end. A new 
and unusual angle to the entire question is brought out with 
the publication recently of a book entitled “If You Are Going 
to Drive Fast.” The author, long connected with the auto- 
mobile business and considered as having considerable knowl- 
edge of speed and other factors which contribute to the 
accident record, takes this new viewpoint which merits further 
study. He points out that automobiles are designed as an 
improved and faster method of transportation but that in our 
attempts to reduce accidents insufficient attention has been 
given to the drivers. He urges the abandonment of campaigns 
of “horror” on the basis that they tend to shake the morale 
of automobile drivers and only result in making worse drivers. 
His answer is to do away with some of the rules and put the re- 
sponsibility of safety into the laps of the operators by making 
good driving something to be proud of and poor driving some- 
thing to be ashamed of. He believes that a standard of reck- 
lessness should be set up by others than by officials who may 
have no skill in driving a car themselves. The contention is 
also made that nothing has been taught the new crop of op- 
erators about safe driving at the speeds at which the modem 
car is operated today. He advocates the grading of drivers 
as is done with workers in trades and professions. A fast 
driver can be a safe driver while a slow operator can often 
be a menace. Individual temperament and ability is always 
present and any driver should rate himself, find his safe 
driving speed and stick to it. 

A very definite conclusion is reached by analysis of acci- 
dents that “today’s roads and cars are a lot better than to- 
day’s drivers” and “that of the millions of drivers few are 
qualified to make speed in the city or country.” All in all 
the entire book is an unusual treatise of the subject. Not 
only does it focus attention upon the situation but it offers 
methods which have merit and possibility of success if ef- 
fectively put into operation. It is self evident that we can never 
hope to make much headway in the reduction of automobile 
accidents unless we take some definite means of regulating the 
human element which is invariably present. 


CALLED TO A WIDER FIELD 

Some eight years ago Lyscom A. Bruce, Jr., was appointed 
executive director of the Norumbega Council of the Boy Scouts 
of America, the local scout organization. Since that time the 
work of character building among the boys of Newton in their 
teens has forged steadily ahead. From a membership of ap- 
proximately three hundred to a present organization of about 
1100 boys and some 400 adults is a noteworthy accomplish- 
ment, much credit for which goes to Mr. Bruce. Last year a 
study of the Community Chest work and direction in this city 
suggested the advisability of a permanent Community Chest 
director instead of a volunteer director who served only during 
the duration of the annual campaign for funds. Experience in 
other cities where the Community Chest plan was functioning to 
advantage showed that such a permanent organization was 
quite advantageous and necessary to the adequate handling 
of the situations commonly met. Accordingly a permanent di- 
rector was sought and Mr. Bruce was selected to try out the 
plan during the 1935 Chest Campaign. The announcement 
was made this week that Mr. Bruce has been appointed 
permanently as the Community Chest executive director and 
further announcement that with less than $6,000 to be raised 
to reach the goal set for the campaign that this amount would 
be obtained. Having demonstrated his qualifications as an 
executive with a character-building organization as the Boy 
Scouts we are confident that Mr. Bruce will accomplish much 
that is worth while in the wider field which the Community 
Chest position offers. 


A SMALLER BOARD OF ALDERMEN? 

With the question of redistricting the city and the possibility 
of other desirable changes in the election laws of Newton still 
confronting our citizens it is timely to call attention to changes 
that have been made in the conduct of other Massachusetts 
cities. We refer particularly to Somerville where important 
changes have been made in that city’s charter. The city 
government recently inaugurated there has been reduced in 
number from twenty-one aldermen and fourteen school com- 
mitteemen to a board of aldermen of eleven members and a 
school committee of seven. Somerville has a population of 
slightly more than 100,000. The question therefore arises as 
to whether or not Newton’s affairs could be more efficiently 
handled by a smaller board of aldermen. While we are not 
now of the opinion that such a step is desirable it will be inter- 
esting to watch closely the effect of a smaller legislative body 
in Somerville. 


HOME IMPROVEMENTS 

Although a great advance was made in home-building dur- 
ing the twenties it is remarkable to note that many improve- 
ments have been introduced during the more recent years of 
the depression. Many of those improvements will be noticed 
by those who accept the invitation to inspect the new Trefrey 
home in Waban, announcement of which we are making in the 
news columns of this issue. 
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Official figures from the city clerk’s 
office have given Newton considerable 
publicity recently with interest cen- 
tred around an Increase in dog li- 
censes and a decrease in marriage li- 
censes. Only 611 couples filed mar- 
riage intentions in 1935 as against 
more than twice that number the pre- 
vious year. Deaths for the year in 
Newton numbered 635 although some 
of these were not Newton residents. 
Many residents of neighboring towns 
become patients of the Newton Hos- 
pitnl which makes the exact figures 
of deatlis of Newton persons unavail- 
able without considerable research. 
An increase of 20S dog licenses in 
1935 over 1934 set a new high mark 
of 3861. The 1934 licenses numbered 
3653. Tlie increase brings the dog 
population up to an average of better 
than one dog for every four families. 
Incidentally, complaints over the dog 
situation are also increasing as resi- 
dents who own more than one don 
continue to become more prevalent. 
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In the sailing list of the SS. 
Georgic which opened the Cunard 
White Star season of 1936, last Sat 
urday. appears the name of Frank L. 
Wattendorf of West Newton. Al- 
though only 29 years of age, he has 
achieved considerable distinction in 
the field of aeronautical engineering. 
He is a graduate of Harvard and of 
M. I. T. and holds a degree from 
Aaken University, Aaken, Germany. 
He is just finishing a course in aero- 
nautics at the University of California 
and is on his way to Peiping, China, 
to establish an Aeronautical Depart- 
ment at Peiping International Col- 
lege. He was one of the consulting 
engineers in the building of the dirigi- 
bles, Akron and Macon. He has also 
been drafted for engineering work in 
connection with the erection of Boul- 
der Dam. In addition to his aeronau 
tical activities, he finds time for plen- 
ty of skiing and swimming. He is one 
of four Americans holding member- 
ship in the Royal Aeronautical So- 
ciety of England, one of the other 
trio being Col. Lindbergh. 


A popular young radio announcer, 
continuity writer, and dramatic ac- 
tress of the Yankee Network, is Miss 
Pijscilla Fortescue of Auburndale. 
She will present a talk entitled “Be- 
hind the Mike” at a meeting of the 
Altrusan Club, composed of promi- 
nent business men and women, on 
Monday. Jan. 13th, at 6:15 p. m. Miss 
Fortescue is at present appearing at 
the Copley Theatre in “Ceiling Zero” 
under the direction of Mary Young, 
She was born in Faneuil on Sept. 21, 
1903, and graduated from Wellesley 
College with the class of 1925. She 
served as counsellor of archery and 
dramatics at Sargent Camp in Peter- 
boro, N. H., for three years and while 
there took a private course in dra- 
matics from the late John Craig with 
whom she later appeared on the stage 
and with whose widow she is now 
appearing. She made her radio debut 
on the WNAC Women’s Federation 
program in 1929 and less than a year 
later became a regular member of the 
staff of that station. She has been 
heard by the New England radio audi- 
ence in such Yankee Network pro- 
grams as “The Affai ol the Homing- 
ways,” “The Marriage Clinic” and 
“Mary Young’s Dramatic School of the 
Air.”

During 1935 the number of building 
permits issued in Newton was 698 and 
the estimated cost of work to be done 
under these was $2,594,310.

ings was $2,229,686. The amount of 
building in Newton last year w r as in 
excess of any of the three preceding 
years. The number of permits is 
sued during November was 65 and the 
estimated value of the buildings and 
alterations under the permits was 
$294,170. Of these permits 32 were 
for single residences to cost $279,359 


Gilded 
T>ome- 
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Thoro was little activity in the Mas- 
sachusetts Legislature this week as 
the various committee hearings will 
not get completely under way until 
the expiration on Saturday of the 
time for filing bills. 

On Wednesday morning tho commit- 
tee on Constitutional Law held a hear- 
ing on a memorial to Congress in fa- 
vor of the payment of tho veterans’ 
bonus. A lively moment occurred 
when a member of the Communist 
party sought to speak in favor of the 
measure. Committee Clerk Fred 
Reinstein of Revere refused to place 
into tho records any mention of the 
Communist party and was supported 
by Senator Burke of Boston. At the 
afternoon session of the House of 
Representatives the measuro was re- 
ported favorably and passed under 
suspension of the rules in order that 
the Senate might act upon it Thurs- 
day and send it to Washington prior 
to the expected vote in Congress upon 
the question. Representative Bigelow 
of Brookline opposed suspension of 
the rules in order to seek a standing 
vote to indicate that the measure did 
not meet with uanimous approval. The 
standing vote showed 83 in favor and 
12 opposed with many members not 
voting. 

A bill was filed with the clerk of 
the House of Representatives late last 
week seeking to provide municipal 
primaries in the city of Newton. The 
petition was entered on behalf of the 
Democratic City Committee of New- 
ton bv Representative Timothy J. Mur- 
phv of Boston. The measure would 
entail the holding of primary election 
of party nominees whose names would 
then be on the ballot at the regular 
city election instead of using the 
preferential method of voting now in 

Senator Arthur W. Hollis of New- 
ton filed the petition of Frank H. Mor- 
ton of Newtonville seeking the estab- 
lishment of a boat club together with 
various recreational facilities on land 
of the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion at Watertown below the Galen 
st. bridge. This same bill last year 
was referred to the Commission for 
study along with other bills affecting 
the river between Watertown and 
Newton. 

James A. Mitchell of Clyde st., New- 
tonvillo is seeking reimbursement of 
$25.40 for damage done to his auto- 
mobile by a deer in a bill filed for 
him by Rep. Brimblecom. Mr. Mit- 
chell was driving through Middleboro 
early in December when a wild deer 
ran across the road and landed on the 
mudguard of the car.

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In his Inaugural address Mayor 
Childs stated that he advocates cash 
payments to families obtaining re- 
lief from the Newton Welfare Depart 
nient, together with a thorough check- 
up. rather than the commissary sys- 
tem which lias been used for the past 
several years. He snid thnt volunteer 
workers should he appointed in vari- 
ous sections of the city to see Hint 
proper disposition is made of money 
advanced to those in distress. We 
agree largely with the Mayor. When 
tlie commissary system was put into 
operation by Ex-Mayor Weeks we crit- 
icised it. Our objections were based 
on tlie facts that different persons re- 
quire different kinds of food; what 
agrees with one does not agree with 
another, and sensible persons are bet- 
ter qualified to know wlmt they want 
to eat than some allegedly expert 
dietitian. We also stated that com- 
petitive bidding for the furnishing of 
food would result in food of inferior 
quality being distributed. And this 
has occurred. We reiterate now what 
we wrote when the commissnry sys- 
tem was established — that there are 
recipients of welfare aid who should 
receive food orders rather than cash, 
fathers and mothers of families who 
spend money received from the city 
for non-essentials rather than for nec- 
essities of life. Money taken from 
taxpayers should not be spent for 
booze, gambling, moving picture 
shows, operation of automobiles or 
other unnecessary luxuries. But. de- 
cent men and women should be given 
tlie right to select food for them- 
selves and their families. 


pedestrians are also handed tickets 
if they disregard traffic signals or 
otherwise jay walk. But, tho most im- 
portant factor in having made Prov- 
idence outstanding for tho few auto- 
mobile casualties that occur there, as 
compared with most cities is— “no fix- 
ing.” Persons who drive recklessly 
there, who speed, who disregard traf- 
fic signals— are brought into court, 
and fined or sent to jail. Last year 
1966 autoists were lmled into court 
for such offences and 1939 were either 
fined or sent to jail. Of 124 arraigned 
for drunken driving, 118 were con- 
victed. And the uutoists who dis- 
bey parking regulations in Providence 
don’t get awny with it. If one parks 
overtime there, in restricted or pro- 
hibited places, or double parks out on 
tho streets one gets a blue tag which 
is so designed as to be of the non- 
fixing type. Tho first offence for 
those getting such tags costs $2, pay- 
able to a clerk in the traffic violations 
bureau: second and third offences cost 
$3 and $5 respectively; then if one 
repents, one goes to court. 

When other cities in this country, 
including Newton, emulate Providence, 
when “fixing” is abolished, when 
parking regulations are enforced, 
then, and not until then, will there 
he an appreciable lessening of the 
terrible toll of casualties caused by 
automobiles in this country. 


Fair minded persons will agree that 
most of the farmers of this country 
were in straitened circumstances for 
years and needed some form of re- 
lief. The AAA was a great thing for 
the farmers, but it was tough on New 
England with its processing tax on 
textiles. The big bonuses paid to far- 
mers in the West and to garbage 
gatherers in Massachusetts for not 
raising pigs, did not increase respect 
for the AAA in this section. Neither 
did the contemptuous attitude dis- 
played by Secretary Wallace last year. 
While the decision of the Supreme 
Court is praised by a large percent- 
age of Americans, naturally, it is con- 
demned by those who are adversely 
affected and will tend to cause their 
affiliation with that political party 
which will stand for radical changes 
from past conditions. 


Providence. Rhbde Island for the 
third year has the honor of having 
the best record of any large city in 
this country as regards highway safe- 
ty. Not only are autoists made to 
obey traffic laws in Providence, but 


Tho alleged severity of the Parole 
Board is blamed for the recent at- 
tempts to escape by State Prison con- 
victs; attempts which caused the 
deaths of a couple of those who tried 
to escape, and also of a prison guard. 
This contention is “rot” as those pris- 
oners involved in the attempts were 
not eligible for parole. What is prob 
ably more the cause of the unrest 
is tho practice which grew up in this 
State under tho regime of Governor 
Ely— the pardoning and paroling of 
prisoners through political and other 
influence; a racket which permitted 
undeserving criminals to go free, while 
deserving men were kept in prison. 

Governor Curley, when he began his 
term of office last year, referred to the 
pardon and parole racket, but he has 
not been too niggardly in granting par- 
dons to prisoners. The attempt of 
several prisoners to escape from State 
Prison several weeks ago was 
thwarted by the speedy arrival of 
many Boston policemen. The attempt 
of prisoners to escape from Concord 
Reformatory last year was stopped 
by State policemen from barracks di- 
rectly across the street from that 
prison. Which causes one to realize 
what a huge jail delivery might he 
affected at Norfolk prison where the 
only police within miles are those 
few at the sub-station of the State 
Police near Pondville Hospital.

Tho average attendance in Newton 
schools during the year 1885 was 
3047, of which number 319 was at the 
high school. Tho appropriation for 
schools was $108,191.45. The expenses 
of the school department for 1885 
wore — salaries of superintendent and 
teachers, $S0,048.26; janitors, $5875.19; 
secretary, $300; evening schools, 
$717.54; conveyance of pupils, $900; 
fuel, $6333.11; furniture and inci- 
dentals, $13,811.02. Total $107,075.07. 


The large number of petitions re- 
ceived for additional street lights in- 
dicates the appreciation of the public 
for well lighted streets. The whole 
number of street lights in this city 
is 1313, of which 790 are supplied with 
gas and 523 with oil. The cost of the 
lights to the city for 1885 was $20,- 
493.66. Mayor Kimball recommends 
that before another contract for 
street lighting be executed, that a spe- 
cial examination be made as to the 
adaptability and cost of electric light- 
ing for a portion of the streets.

Bullough’s Pond has become a 
very important part of our winter 
recreational scheme. It is a valuable 
health center and helps many thous- 
ands of our young people, as well as 
older ones, to spend hours a day under 
wholesome and safe conditions out of 
doors. The pond is really nothing but 
a catch basin for an enormous amount 
of water for about half of Newton. 
Thousands of cubic yards of mud have 
been deposited In it. Tho nuisance 
has already reached such a height 
that a largo part of the pond is a 
j mud bank, cutting down tho skating 
I area. It has become an odorous 
nuisance during tho summer. Tho 
mud should all be dredged out and 
used along the hanks. Careful plans 
should ho made to clean out tho pond 
and lmild a largo catch basin which 
will take care of tho mud which comes 
down with every rainstorm. Tills will 
avoid future largo oxpenso for pe- 
riodical dredging. Owing to tho fact 
that largo numbers use tho Ice and 
tho accommodations daily, it becomes 
necessary to build a substantial build- 
ing for public convenience. A grout 
many objections to our present build- 
ings lmvo been raised in the neigh- 
borhood, and these should ho heed- 
od. Tlie whole project has been stud- 
ied by tho Playground Commission 
for a number of years, and tho Com- 
mission hns advocuted these changes 
for sometime.”

Rows of rubbish barrels loaded with 
what were once the gay and inspir- 
ing decorations of the Yuletlde. Trees, 
wreaths and festoons, gathered in the 
woods to make brilliant tho glorious 
holidays. Symbols of a gladdening 
spirit, now roughly carted away. In 
my neighborhood the city collectors 
were most considerate and did their 
work of removal after dark. They 
may have been delayed because of 
practical difficulties or the magnitude 
of the day’s task. I like to think 
they came in the night because of 
their thoughtfulness of those of us 
who admit we are supersensitive. Had 
these strong fellows been less en- 
grossed in their work I should have 
Interrupted to thank them, saying, 
“Boys, remember what Emerson told 
us. ‘All the forms are fugitive but tho 
substances survive.’ ” 


What Was He Thinking? 

Water bills from City Hall twice a 
year, as recommended by Mayor 
Childs in his inaugural address, re- 
minded me that these accounts, com- 
ing to us regularly every quarter, up- 
set a lot of households. Unjustly or 
justly the assertion is frequently 
made, often with much asperity, “We 
can’t have used all that!” 

Tho Mayor, I observed, did not am- 
plify his suggestion but doubtless in 
his long experience as chief executive 
has been obliged to listen to many 
complaints. Nothing sends people on 
tho run to City Hall quicker than a 
water hill higher in amount than they 
expected. 

If there Is any man In this city 
who knows his psychology it is His 
Honor. He’s always considerate, too. 
Maybo he thinks it would bo far bet- 
ter if grumblers should “hit tho coll- 
ing” only twice a year instead of! 
four times. What gives mo that idea 
is tho Inst paragraph of his address 
which says that he “looks toward the 
making of a happier people.” 

“Have Him Call” 

Communications received by this 
column indicate that a responsive 
chord was struck when I referred to 
tho person who calls on the telephone 
and, without apology or explanation, 
Insists upon knowing who you are, 
and perchance, what authority you 
have to answer tho tolephono and 
further what right you have on earth. 
Ho is closely allied in liis miserable 
discourtesy to tho man who calls up 
and, finding you not nt homo, orders 
whoever answers to instruct you to 
call up such-and-such a number Im- 
mediately, leaving no namo. 

When you find a memorandum con- 
taining these directions you ask if 
any namo was given and are told there 
was not. Nevertheless, the person 
culling distinctly polntod out that It 
was most Important. Sometimes there 


is an implied threat of “fail not at 
your peril.” In spito of the fact that 
I have often found that tho urgency 
was all on the part of ho who called 
and of no benefit to me, I do as told. 
Almost invariably, whoever answers 
has no idea who I am or why any- 
one at that number should want to 
talk to me. Sometimes they say, 
“Are you sure it was this number?” 
and when I say, “Yes, indeed,” there 
is a note of pity In their reply, as If 
humoring a half-wit, “Sorry I can’t 
help you.” 

I hesitate to give these people with 
such poor telephone manners the rat- 
ing of Public Pest No. 1, but I must 
say that in listing them among acute 
afflictions they are entitled to a low 
number.

TROUNCE EVERETT 


Newton High got off to a great 
start yesterday as the indoor track 
season opened, defeating Everett 
High 56-22 on the hoard oval of the 
drill shed track in Newtonville. Ev- 
erett’s best showing came in the dash, 
600 and 1000-yard runs, in which they 
tallied 19 points out of a possible 27. 
while Newton athletes scored 42 out 
of 45 points in their five strong events, 
besides winning the relay with the 
second-best combination available. 

The failure of Newton’s young 
sprint trio to score against Everett 
was the only real setback given the 
orange and black. The Newton en- 
tries, Paul Forte, Frank Hines and 
Don Hooper, were starting their first 
meet, and showed need of a little de- 
velopment before they will cut into 
the scoring. Everett swept the 40-yard 
dash final, with State Champion A1 
Romboli, Mascianica and Fantroy in 
3 4/5s. 

Co-Captains Warren Wittens and 
Ray Huling had the 40-yard hurdles 
all to themselves, and made a great 
race of it. Huling showed consider- 
able improvement over his form of 
last year, and was right with Wittens 
at. the finish, while Paul Dussossoit 
took third place.

Wittens ran the fastest heat in the 
300-yard run, 35 3-5 seconds, and Bob 
Muther took second ahead of Rom- 
boli and Lahey, Everett’s best, who 
ran the identical time on the watches.

To those who nre attending their 
first Christian Science lecture, we ex- 
tend an especial welcome.

Let us remember that 
blessing.— that comfort and joy that 
came to us during our attendance at 
a Christian Science lecture or a 
Christian Science church service, after 
which we walked out healed of some 
malady, fear or trouble, and rejoicing 
in the' fact that we had found a re- 
ligion. a practical religion, which an- 
swered our questions, healed our dis- 
eases, and revealed God as the loving 
Father-Mother who holds His children 
in His omnipotent care. 

So, let us listen this evening with 
expectancy and faith that God's prom- 
ises to His children are true and must 
be fulfilled. Mrs. Eddy says in “Sci- 
ence and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures," page 426, “Expectation 
speeds our progress." 

Our lecturer is a member of the 
Bonrd of Lectureship of The Mother 
Church. The First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, in Boston. Massachusetts. 
She has proved in her own life and 
in the healing of others, that the 
teachings of Christian Science are 
true and practical.

Applied to Human Affairs."

Mrs. Cook 
The lecture follows: 

Many centuries ago, a man stood 
in the midst of Mars’ Hill and gave 
to the people of his time a reason 
for the hope that was in him. From 
Paul’s day to this, it has always been 
accounted a joyous privilege to speak 
in behalf of what one knows to be 
true. Faith, or blind belief, may be 
shaken; but when one has actually 
felt the healing and transforming 
touch of Christian Science he no long- 
er says merely, “I believe." He says, 

• I know. ‘I know that my redeemer 
liveth,’ " because that saving and re- 
deeming power has already been made 
hmnifest in his own individual experi- 
ence. 

There are doubtless many here to- 
night who could tell of the blessings 
which have come into their lives 
through Christian Science. I am glad 
that they are here. But I am equally 
glad to feel that there are some oth- 
ers also who may, as yet, know very 
little about it. In fact, I hope there 
are some with us who are attending 
a Christian Science lecture for the 
first time. If there be but one such 
present, to that one I speak, well 
knowing what this brief hour may 
mean to him if his thought be open 
and receptive to the truth of Christian 
Science. 

In these strange, difficult days of 
the world’s unrest, is it not entirely 
worth while to know of a system of 
thinking which is not only a reli- 
gion. but an exact science, capable 
of demonstration? Christian Science 
< hallenges fear, failure, doubt, dis- 
tress of any kind by affording a prac- 
tical and workable understanding of 
the changeless law of God. Let us 
have done with negative thinking. The 
world for too long has been looking 
at the wrong side of the ledger. One 
may hold a penny so close to bis 
eyes that he can see nothing beyond 
it. And there is so much “beyond," of 
beauty and happiness and success! 
There is a way out of every human 
difficulty, no matter how hopeless it 
may appear to be, a right way, a 
quiet way, a way which will bless 
all concerned, the sort of way of 
which the prophet once wrote. “For 
ye shall go out with joy, and be led 
forth with peace." 

In quoting from Isaiah I am re- 
minded to say what doubtless most 
of you already know, that Christian 
Science derives its sanction from 
th< Bible. Our textbook is named, 
“Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures," and it was written 
by Mary Baker Eddy, the Discoverer 
and Founder of Christian Science, 
and its only Leader. One of the 
religious tenets of Christian Science, 
to which all members of the church 
subscribe, reads as follows, in Sci- 
ence and Health (p. 497): "As ad- 
herents of Truth, wo take the inspired 
Word of the Bible as our sufficient 
guide to eternal Life.” That ought to 
silence the thought that Christian 
Scientists do not read the Bible, as 
bus been said. On the coutrary, they 
rend and study it daily. To them it is 
still the Book of books, and no book 
can ever supersede it. 

It was when studying this book 
that Mrs. Eddy’s own healing came 
ubout. After reading some passages 


from Matthew’s Gospel, and apply- 
ing them to her own case, she was 
able to heal herself of an injury 
caused by an accident, pronounced 
fatal by the physicians. She literally 
"rose and walked." to the astonish- 
ment of all beholders. But this was 
not enough. She must help other suf- 
ferers also to find their freedom. So 
she spent three years in studying 
the Rible and searching for the solu- 
tion of this problem of Mind-healing, 
proving it over and over again, until 
at last she was ready to embody the 
results of her investigations in the 
book just mentioned. 

And then? — I often think of those 
early days, when there was just one 
Christian Scientist on earth, when 
Mrs. Eddy stood alone with God, tri- 
umphant over "the slings and arrow 
of outrageous fortune." untouched by 
the gibes and Jeers of those who did 
not understand. Her first happy con- 
fidence that the world would rejoice 
to know of her discovery, and hasten 
to accept it. was found to be mis- 
placed. The churches coldly closed 
their doors upon it — and her. The 
press laughed at it. Materia medica 
fought it. Some of her early follow- 
ers were even fined and imprisoned, 
and her own life was threatened. But. 
undaunted, she pressed on, animated 
by one supreme, unswerving purpose, 
to restore to Christianity its lost ele- 
ment of healing. 

We love Mrs. Eddy, but we do not 
worship her. And why should we not 
love her? Have you ever seen her 
birthplace, or pictures of it? It is 
just a typical New England farm- 
house of the better sort, quite away 
from the beaten road, with only grass- 
grown wagon-tracks leading past the 
door. Not many travelers, it would 
seem, were wont to pass that way. 
Yet in the interval between that time 
and this, millions of feet, figuratively 
speaking, tired, weary feet, have worn 
a pathway to her door. Today the 
church she founded. The Mother 
Church. The First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, in Boston, Massachusetts, 
has an edifice capable of seating five 
thousand persons, while its many 
branches, of which this is one, extend 
not only throughout this country, but 
to foreign lands as well. When some- 
thing of this sort happens, when from 
so humble and” unostentatious a begin- 
ing a Cause can steadily grow for sev- 
enty years, and can continue to grow, 
in the face of all opposition, it is time 
for every intelligent person to ask 
himself. Why? There must be a rea- 
son. 

This book which I hold in my hand 
is the reason. Jesus said. “My words 
shall not pass away," and they have 
not. How well his early followers 
understood them is proved by the fact 
that for three hundred years after he 
left the earth, they healed the sick 
and raised the dead. The secular his- 
torian, Josephus, mentions this as a 
fact, and it was evidently regarded as 
a perfectly natural and inevitable part 
of their religion. After a while, how- 
ever, various disintegrating elements 
crept in. as it grew and became “pop- 
ular." until finally the primitive puri- 
ty of those early teachings was lost. 
Gradually the healing elements fell 
into disuse. Then came that period in 
the world’s history rightly called the 
Dark Ages, and in these centuries 
of dense materiality the pure words 
of Jesus, the Christ, were largely for- 
gotten. It would almost seem that 
they were gone forever, but there they 
lay, unseen, yet still^vibrant and un- 
touched. just waiting until human 
hearts should once more be ready to 
receive them. And then — a woman 
came, and they are now in such form 
that they can never again be lost. 

Some very good and conscientious 
persons, however, may hesitate to read 
this book. Science and Health, because 
they have been told that it denies the 
divinity of Christ. That is not true. We 
do not deny the divinity of the Christ, 
and we love and revere Jesus even 
more than do some others, for we 
believe in keeping all of his com- 
mands. and not just a part. When he 
told those who believed on him to 
1 ' and “hea 

sick" we believe that he meant just 
what he said. The churches preach 
the gospel, yes. But when asked whv 
they do not heal the sick the reply 
often is. because they feel that this 
command was intended only for his 
immediate disciples, and for the age 
in which he lived. If so, why did he 
say, "These signs shall follow them 
that believe; . . . they shall lay hands 
on the sick, and they shall recover"? 
"Them" that believe. He did not say 
“you” who believe. He knew that any- 
one, at any time, in any age, who 
really understood his sayings could 
make them provable and practical, 
just as he did. God would not be 
God, were this otherwise. God would 
not be Love, the faithful, tender, and 
true, were He to make relief from 
pain and misery possible only to a 
few favored ones, two thousand years 
ago. and then — never again. That 
would impugn our sense of even hu- 
man justice. Man is made free today, 
as in J<*ms’ time, from any erroneous 
. ondition w hich may pre sent 1 1 •-< •! t 
whether it be the healing of a sick 
body, a sick mind, a sick business, or 
a sin-sick, homesick, heartsick human 
being. 

All the works of our Master were 
founded upon a spiritual law which 
is as applicable now as it was then, 
for real law, God’s luw, does not 
change with the passing of the cen- 
turies. Let us suppose that I am 
holding something in my hand — let 
us say, a pencil. If I drop this pen- 
cil it will go down. No one expectB 
to see it go up. That is because we 
all believe in something we call 
“gravitation.” Although the views of 
physical scientists regarding this have 
undergone some chang* oblate, it ex- 


isted ns a so-called law in Jesus’ time, 
and in the time of Moses, in fact, since 
the beginning of time, although not 
so generally understood. But the only 
law which Jesus acknowledged was 
true spiritual law. God’s law. This 
real law was the basis of his many 
mighty works which he confidently 
promised would he repeated and even 
greater works than his. when this 
changeless law of God should become 
more universally accepted, and util- 
ized. 

“God is no respecter of persons" 
and neither is the law of gravitation 
Jf I drop this pencil, it immediately 
goes down. If anyone drops a pen- 
cil. it immediately goes down. And 
may I add, it requires no assistance 
from* us! One does not have to push 
the pencil. He has only to release it. 
That is a point most important to 
remember, for the trouble with most 
of us is thnt we will not seem to 
"let go” of those false beliefs and 
theories which are so directly respon- 
sible for our difficulty's. There is a 
law cf God just as ready to operate, 
and just as instantly available as is 
the so-called law of gravitation, but 
if we continue to cling to our trou- 
bles. still holding them fast in 


interrupt the ceaseless ebb and flow of 
the ocean’s tide, nor prevent the 
perpetual recurrence of springtime. 
Before such proofs of an intelligence 
which does govern and control all 
this, the so-called godless man must 
how in silent acquiescence. He may 
call it “nature." and "law," hut we 
call it God. 

The Christian Science textbook 
(p. R87) defines God ns "the great I 
am; the all-knowing, all-seeing, all- 
acting. all-wise, all-loving, and eter- 
nal: Principle; Mind; Soul; Spirit; 
Life; Truth; Love; all substance; in- 
telligence." To this God we turn re- 
joicingly, knowing that He is not far 
off. in some vague, distant heaven, 
shrouded in mystery and dogma, but 
here and near, tender, loving, merci- 
ful. compassionate, bestowing "beauty 
for ashes, the oil of joy for mourning, 
the garment of praise for the spirit of 
heaviness.” 

That which is called a Christian 
Science treatment is the law of God 
applied to any particular case. It re- 
leases. or "saves." us from all that 
is unlike God. thereby establishing 
our salvation, not deferred to some fu- 
ture time and to some so-cnlled fu- 
ture world, but immediately, here and 


clenched, frightened fingers, how can | now. It includes a grateful acknowl- 


When the sunlight of Truth is brought 
to hear upon them. Truth destroys 
them by reason of its own Allness, 
filling all space, and consequently 
leaving no place nor opportunity for 
evil of any sort. 

"But," someone else may be think- 
ing. — perhaps the one who 1 h here 
for the first time, — “I wish I knew 
just how it works. You say that there 
is a law of God operating in my be- 
half. available at any time, if I will do 
my part. Now, Just what is this law 
of God, and how docs it work?" That 
is all fully explained in Science and 
Health; but to answer briefly here I 
will say that it “works" from the basis 
of a perfect God. a perfect man. and a 
perfect universe, as recorded in the 
Bible, in the first chapter of Genesis. 
This chapter, as you know, contains 
the account of creation, and from it as 
a premise we draw our conclusions as 
accurately as a mathematician dem- 
onstrates his problem in geometry. 
Since God made all that was made, 
and since God is Spirit, as the Bible 
declares, it follows thnt His creation 
must have been, and is. spiritual. All 
was finished. It was perfect and 
complete, nnd then God "rested" from 
His work. 

Christian Science maintains that 
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expect this law of God to operate 
in our behalf? 

Perhaps we have held these trou- 
bles for so long now that we hardly 
know how to let them go. They have 
become so largely "a part of our- 
selves," as the saying is. that every- 
one who sees us. immediately sees 
these troubles also, firmly attached 
to us, and that does not help us to 
shake them off! So we keep on hold- 
ing them, looking at them, talking 
about them, thinking about them, 
dreaming about them, worrying about 
them, turning them over and over, up- 
side and down, inside and out. back- 
wards and forwards, round and 
round, until we get so weary and 
worn out that we say we simply can- 
not stand it any longer! 

I know. I understand. I used to 
do that. too. Most of us have. I 
think, but I feel sure that nobody 
ever held on to them any tighter 
than I did. The whole world has 
been doing it, for ages. Perhaps 
that may have been just what the 
man with the withered hand had been 
doing, as far back as Jesus’ time. He 
had evidently been holding to some- 
thing so long in consciousness that 
his hand had actually grown stiff. 
Perhaps lie had forgotten how to give. 
When we open our fingers, like this, 
we not only scatter our joyous bene- 
ficence but are also at the same mom- 
ent in a position to receive. Or. it may 
be, since the man was by trade a ma- 
son, as the Bible commentators men- 
tion. and had been accustomed to earn 
his living through the use of his 
hands, he may have been just "para- 
lyzed with fear," as the saying is, 
at the prospect of becoming a help- 
less mendicant. Of course, we do not 
actually know what may have been 
the so-called cause of his trouble, but 
it is evident that Jesus discerned it 
at once. After rebuking the eccle- 
siastical bigotry of those standing by, 
who would willingly have trapped 
and condemned him on a doctrinal 
technicality, he said to the poor suf- 
ferer, "Stretch forth thy hand." He 
obeyed, and the law of God imme- 
diatelv took possession. It became 
whole as the other." There is 
encyigh of this same healing Truth, 
of God, right here in this room, now, 
at this moment, to heal any difficulty 
which anyone present may feel that 
he possesses. But he must do his part. 

The first essential is to get a right 
understanding of God. This is im- 
portant, because everyone has either 
a limited or mistaken concept of 
Deity. There is no such thing as a 
really godless porson. One may say 
that he is so, and fully believe that 
he Is, but in the last analysis -is he? 
While it is true that he may refus< 
to believe in the generally accept »d 
concept of God, as taught by the 
churches, yet is it not equally true 
that he does believe in the existence 
of some superhumun power greater 
than himself, over which he has no 
control? Perhaps he calls It "the 
great First Cause," and if so wo agree 
with him, for Christian Science dc- 
dares God to be the one and only 
cause, the first, the last, the All-in- 
all. If questioned further, he will 
probably admit that ho did not create 
himself, and in this wo* also concur, 
since God is the creator of all that 
really exists. He muy also acknowl- 
edge that no human being is able to 
change the planets in their courses, 


edgment of the good already received, 
a denial of whatever erroneous belief 
may be presenting itself for correc- 
tion. and the establishing in conscious- 
ness of the great spiritual fact that 
since God and man are inseparable 
as Principle and idea, man can see 
only what God sees, and can know 
only what God know s.* and that God’s 
knowledge does not include such dark 
dream-slmdows as sin, sickness, and 
death. It declares that there is but 
one consciousness, the God-conscious- 
ness, the Truth-consciousness, the 
Christ-consciousness, — and that, in 
reality, is your consciousness, and 
mine; for there is no other. Into this 
purified consciousness nothing can 
enter “that defileth, . . . or maketh a 
lie,” and a Christian Science treat- 
ment proves, or "demonstrates" this, 
by casting out any claim of error to 
presence and power. It is the coming 
of the Christ. 

"But," someone may be thinking, 
“that does not sound very reasonable 
to me. We all know that we are 
living in the midst of trouble. We 
see it on every side. Do you just 
close your eyes to everything that is 
wrong, and deny that it exists?" 

We deny that it exists as a real- 
ity, but we do not deny that it seems 
very real to frightened human sense, 
and so our work, our prayer, or 
process of salvation, our treatment, is 
to correct that frightened human 
sense through a better understanding 
of God, and of man’s* relationship to 
Him, to that Love which knows no 
evil. “Now, right there!" says our 
friend, the previous speaker, "you 
seem to be contradicting yourself. You 
say that God does not know evil?" No. 
“Nor sickness?" No. "Nor sin?” No, 
indeed. “Then how can He heal what 
He does not know? How can He heal 
my rheumatism, for instance, if He 
does not know that I have any? I 
should not think that even God could 
do that!" 

I shall answer that question by a 
metaphor. Suppose the sun could 
speak. It might say, "What is dark- 
ness [ never saw any. What is 
night? I never saw night. I do not 
know anything about it." That is 
true. The sun never saw night, does 
not know anything about night, and 
yet it destroys it every twenty-four 
hours. Light never knows darkness, 
can never know darkness, for where 
light is, there is no darkness. The 
sun does not have to know about 
darkness in order to destroy it. It 
has only to shine. The instant the 
sun comes, darkness vanishes. Dark- 
ness is not a real entity. It is just 
the absence of light. It has no power 
of resistance. It cannot fight back, 
because it is nothing at any time but 
the absence of something else. The 
only thing it can over do is just to 
disappear. So it is with sickness, 
sin, sorrow, poverty, four, suffering, 

that rheumatism, for instance.

nothing has changed, nothing will ever 
change this forever fact of a perfect, 
complete, spiritual creation. It still 
remains just as it was “in the begin- 
ning." Later on. however, we are told 
that a mist “went up” “from the 
earth” and then M i « • trouble start- 
ed. For h mist, as w’e all know', has a 
way of making everything look dif- 
ferent. In a mist, one is confused 
He does not see clearly any more. If 
any of our English friends are pres- 
ent. they could relate many amusing 
stories of the odd things which often 
happen during a proverbial London 
fog; how even the most ordinary and 
familiar objects sometimes assume 
such new and distorted shapes that 
one has been known to lose himself 
almost at, his very door. If. at 'his 
moment, one of those dense fogs 
should settle over this room, the same 
thing would happen. The room would 
seem filled with confused outlines 
where the furniture had been, and we 
might, gradually, lose sight even of 
each other. After a while, we will 
say, the fog, or mist, lifts, and drifts 
away. Hero we would all be, abso- 
lutely untouched, just as we were be- 
fore. The fog had changed nothing. 
It had just obscured our vision, for 
the time being. That was all. Sin, 
disease, and death do not change 
man. any more than the fog, or mist, 
changes Uie furniture. A Christian 
Science treatment only disperses the 
misconception of man by demonstrat- 
ing his untouched perfection. It re- 
veals him as he really is, not as he 
seems to he. 

Of course at this point a clear dis- 
tinction must be made between man, 
in God’s imuge and likeness, and the 
poor, suffering race of Adam. Chris- 
tian Science does not claim perfec- 
tion for anything mortal or material. 
Far from it. It only says that where 
false material sense sees its own mis- 
conceptions*, its own mistaken views 
of man, true consciousness, God-gov- 
erned. sees the beauty anti harmony 
and wholeness and completeness of 
the real, spiritual man. This does not 
mean, however, that there are two 
kinds of men. No. Just one, the one 
God made. Just one table, both be- 
fore the fog and after it. Not two 
tables here at all. Never two tables. 
Just this one table, and our miscon- 
ception of it. No matter how thick the 
mist may have been, or how long it 
may have lasted; there has never 
been but one table. Wo just failed to 
see it clearly. That was all. 

There was once a man who lay in 
the “mist" for thirty-eight years, 
waiting to bo healed. It wus at the 
Pool of Bethesda, a very long time 
ago. One happy day, Jesus, our dear, 
loving Master, came that way, and 
stopped to question him. The man 
explained that lie could not move by 
himself, and there was no one to car- 
ry him into the pool, thut ho might 
bo healed. Jesus spent no time in 
arguing. He quickly saw what was 
wrong. “Rise,” lie said, “take up thy 
bed, and walk." And it w r ns done. 

Perhaps, in this instunce, the mist 
may have been the man’s belief in 
the power of the water in the pool 
to make him well, just us some to- 
day believe in the curative properties 
of certain material remedies. Per- 
haps he was just enveloped in a cloud 
of self-pity, hecuuso of his inability 
to reach the pool by himself. Or per- 
haps, a certain bitterness wus rankling 
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in his heart because no one seemed to 
make any effort to assist him. But 
Truth does not compel us to wait for 
somebody, somewhere, to do some- 
thing before we can be healed. That 
is not God’s way. The exact nature 
of the mist, w’e do not know, but the 
pure, spiritual vision of the Master 
saw’ through it in an instant. There 
was not even any period of so-called 
convalescence. Did you ever think 
of that? No waiting for weak and 
unused muscles to regain their 
strength. The mist had so complete- 
ly vanished that not even the mem- 
ory of it remained. Although for 
thirty and eight years he had be- 
lieve'd that lie could not move, he was 
able, at the Christ-command, not only 
to rise, but to pick up his bed, and 
w’alk away with it! Are we not glad 
and thankful that this same law of 
God exists today! 

The dictionaries define “law" as "a 
rule of action made by a power capa- 
ble of enforcing it." Law, then, is not 
law at all, unless there is power back 
of it. For instance, suppose some chil- 
dren playing on the sidewalk should 
decide among themselves that anyone 
passing by who might happen to step 
on a crack in the pavement would 
have to pay them a penny. Would 
that be law? Of course not. They 
might ask for their penny, and some 
good-natured pedestrian might toss 
them one, in remembrance of his ow’n 
boyhood days, but could they compel 
him to do so? But how about the 
traffic policeman? There he stands, 
in the midst of what seems to he a 
hopeless tangle of vehicles, and gives 
his orders. And do the drivers obey 
him? They certainly do! He con- 
trols the situation, not by reason of 
any poxver resident in himself, but 
because he represents the majesty of 
the law'. Disobedience to that white- 
gloved hand, as it goes up or dow’n. 
may lead to most unpleasant conse- 
quences, and they all know it. 

In like manner does a Christian 
Science treatment operate. It speaks 
with authority, for back of it is the 
whole of omnipotence. This treat- 
ment. this saving law of God, 
specifically applied, carries with it its 
own irresistible impulsion. The trou- 
ble is that mortals sometimes believe 
something to be law' which is not law 
at all, but merely a man-made and 
a man-projected theory. Still, if one 
believes in a false law', he may suffer 
from its effects just as much as if it 
really w’ere a law', not realizing that 
he has a right to rebel against it. To 
return a moment to our illustration: 
if the children playing on the side- 
walk should happen to find someone 
perhaps newly arrived in our coun- 
try, who could not yet speak our lan- 
guage, and so did not understand what 
was going on, they might extort from 
him the coveted penny. But he would 
only be paying tribute to his own igno- 
rance. So it is w’ith us, sometimes. 
We obey a false law, not by reason 
of any pow'er inherent in the law it- 
self, but because we do not know 
any better. 

Oh, those pennies which we pay, 
day after day, and year after year, 
under the mistaken conviction that we 
must! Thousands, millions, are toil- 
ing along life’s road today, bearing 
burdens more crushing than any ever 
laid upon the shoulders of a helpless 
people by a relentless Pharaoh. To 
cite just one example — and we all 
know of many others. There is a so- 
called law' named "heredity,” claiming 
that certain characteristics (usually 
undesirable ones), may be transmitted 
from one generation to another. Most 
of the world accepts this as law, and 
yet was there ever anything more 
cruel and unjust, that a little child 
should be compelled to suffer for an- t 
other’s sin or mistake? It is inhu- 
man and repellent, and yet the very 
ones who love that child the best are 
usually the first to fasten about his 
neck this yoke of bondage. 

Christian Science challenges all 
such conclusions. It says (Science 
and Health, p. 227), “Citizens of the 
world, accept tin* ‘glorious liberty of 
the children of God,’ and be free! 
This is your divine right." Because 
someone, somewhere, thirty or sixty 
or a hundred years ago was addicted 
to drink, or was a business failure, 
or had a had temper or a poor diges- 
tion, do wo have to. have them, too? 
No. God’s law Is a law of Love, and 
of justice. It says that mortals can 
pay no penulty except for their own 
wrongdoing, and that even thut ponul- 
ty ceases as soon us the sin ceases. 
It says that there can bo no danger- 
ous inheritances, since God is 
the Father und Mother of all. it suys 
thut the real man is uover overcome 


by fear, overwhelmed by impending 
disaster. He never was in bondage 
to any unrighteous condition. He 
never had a handicap, physical or 
mental. In true consciousness, your 
consciousness, there is never any be- 
lief of weakness, pain, deformity, ab- 
normality. True consciousness udmits 
no insurmountable obstacle, no irre- 
parable loss, no unforgivable wrong, 
no implacable hatred, no unconquer- 
able sin, no incurable disease. 

Perhaps some have corno here to- 
night who have been struggling with 
a problem which is not physical, but 
financial. And it may bo that the 
general situation does not seem to be 
responding as it should, considering 
how long and how earnestly the pray- 
er to God for freedom has been car- 
ried on. It may be that someone is 
discouraged. He feels that no matter 
how hard he tries, nothing seems to 
move. Perhaps he is thinking, "I won- 
der if I shall find out tonight what 
is the matter?” Perhaps. May I help 
you to analyze the w’ay you are hand- 
ling this seemingly stubborn difficulty, 
your treatment, your prayer — for they 
both mean the same thing. It some- 
times happens that in one’s mental 
work on a claim of this kind he, all 
unconsciously, may have been includ- 
ing in that prayer the definite way in 
which he would like to see it an- 
swered. In his natural eagerness to 
see it “work out” he may have for- 
gotten, just for the moment, that 
prayer w’hich outlines its answer is 
not prayer at all, as Christian Science 
understands it. It may be that he 
has practically been saying, “It does 
look so right for me to have this! 
Dear God, won’t you help me to get 
it?" 

How do w’e ahvays know what is 
best for us? Misguided human sense 
is so easily deceived! A chair may 
look like something quite different dur- 
ing the mist. Perhaps many of us 
can recall some time in our past ex- 
perience when we w'ere asking for 
something which, at the moment, 
looked so very fair and pleasant, so 
obviously right for us to have, that 
we could not understand why God, in 
His great wisdom, did not give it to 
us. But God, in His great wisdom, did 
not. For some time after that we 
possibly w'ent about in quite a rebel- 
lious and unhappy state of mind, be- 
cause, for some unexplained reason, 
our prayers had not been answered. 

Someone once w’rote of mortal 
man, “So w’eak is he, so ignorant and 
blind, that did not God sometimes 
withhold petitions which we ask, we 
should be ruined at our own re- 
quest!" God will not let us be ruined 
at our own request. He loves us too 
much for that 

We cannot force a demonstration. 
God’s law works easily, quietly, nat- 
urally. It is like the so-called law of 
nature, in accord with which, without 
effort, the ice-bound brook melts its 
fetters, and ripples onward toward 
the sea, leafless' boughs hang out 
fresh garlands of loveliness, fruits 
mature, golden grains ripen. How It 
rests one to remember this! No more 
sense of hurry, w’orry, and impatience, 
no nervous strain and tension. Wo are 
now convinced that if this thing for 
wiiich we long is really in accord with 
what is best for all concerned, — not 
mi i for u "ml if it is in accord 
with God’s law, and is right for us to 
have, w’e can safely trust Him to give 
it to us. In fact, there is no power on 
earth to keep it back. All we now’ 
need to do is to step aside, with our 
preconceived personal opinions, and 
“let" God’s will be done in our be- 
half, instead of getting all tired out 
trying to “make" it be done. It will 
be done when w’e have ceased listen- 
ing to our own frightened heart-beats 
to hear the soft flutter of angelic 
wings, bringing God’s answer to His 
child. 

It has been the experience of many 
Christian Scientists that some of the 
very best gifts which divine Love has 
ever sent to them have come without 
long and strenuous effort on their 
part. In fact, usually without any 
conscious effort at all. Mrs. Eddy 
once wrote (Sclonce and Health, p. 4), 
"What wo most need is the prayer of 
fervent desire Tor growth in grace, 
expressed in patience, meekness, love, 
and good deeds." When a Christian 
Scientist is busy living this prayer, by 
helping others, and by trying each 
day to he more loving und pure and 
consecrated and selfless, some very 
interesting things often happen, some 
unexpected and unprecedented things 
in connection with his own personal 
affairs, und ho often finds that his 
own problem 1ms solved itself when — 
so to speak — ho was not looking! In

Tudbury opened the regular meeting 
at 2 p. m. with words of greeting to 
the new members. 

Airs. Lawson W. Oakes announced 
the dates of Dr. Aliriain Skirball’s 
lectures as January 29th, February 
26th, and Alarch 25th, all at 10 a. m. 

Airs. Louis H. Marshall stated that 
Newton Highlands has not fulfilled 
its privileges in respect to the annual 
roll call of the Red Cross and that 
only 27 per cent of the Woman’s Club 
members have enrolled.

Cornelia Stratton Parker was intro- 
duced by Airs. Tudbury not as the 
famous lecturer and author but as the 
mother we love best. Airs. Parker 
gave the reason for the title of the lec- 
ture Life Begins at Six A. M„” as 
Houghton .Mifflin’s request for some- 
tin' bout five hundred words 

similar to “Life Begins at Forty,” and 
its philosophy as "yesterday 1ms gone 
forever, tomorrow never comes, all wo 
have for life is today." When a per- 
son gets up in the morning at 6, 7 
or 8 o’clock," said Airs. Parker, "they 
ar* faced with the choice of what 
will I do this or that. If they can con- 
quer fear of anything new or untried, 
timidity concerning their ability and 
their martyrdom complex, the World 
will meet them hulf way. Swing the 
World by the tail, and plunk it down 
so to get an idea of what constitutes 
a good life, out of living." 

To Airs. Parker the good life in- 
< ludes positive good health, congenial 
activity, adequate social life (moan- 
ing a hroud circle of friends from ull 
stations), widening intellectual hori- 
zon (including hooks uud adult edu- 
cation), mate, children, and a satis- 
factory religion und philosophy, and 
tho solution of the problem "Life 
Begins at Six A. M.” is the little 
word "NOW”, 

This talented, humorous, and en- 
thusiastic lecturer left with a very 
appreciative audience of over three 
hundred tonuin a beautiful philoso- 
phy for life. 


Through the courtesy of the New- 
ton Trust Company, the Waban Wom- 
an's Club was privileged to hear Prof. 
Erwin H. Schell, head of the De- 
partment of Business and Engineer- 
ing Administration at Alassachusetts 
Institute of Technology, at its regu- 
lar meeting last Monday afternoon, 
January 6th. 

Prof. Schell outlined the economic 
conditions existing during and since 
the war period as two great vacil- 
lations, one » upward, the other down- 
ward. During the war period busi- 
ness felt it must produce at any cost, 
while since then it has been a mat- 
ter of cost, regardless of production. 
In that earlier period there was a 
strong appeal to the moral and spir- 
itual forces, while, since, the trend 
has been entirely economic. 

During these years of depression, 
or "weary years,” business men have 
been distraught, but have come 
through in better physical condition, 
according to medical directors. Alan, 
through the ages, has been a strug- 
gling creative creature, happiest 
when in that state, and he flourishes 
under such conditions. 

Prof. Schell stated that the ques- 
tion, “Does business life tend to 
weaken or strengthen family life?” 
was a very important one for women 
to consider, and he pointed out ways 
in which womeu could aid men's bus- 
iness by the maintenance of stand- 
ards, especially in times of stress, 
and by providing recreation in the 
home which should be re-creational. 


Mid-Winter 
Board Meeting 
Promises Interest 


Women from every State in the Un- 
ion and from several foreign coun- 
tries will gather in Washington, D. 
C., this next week for the Mid-Winter 
meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs. Airs. Roberta Campbell Law- 
son, president, and the chairman of 
the nine departments of work, will 
outline their programs for the com- 
ing three years. "Education for Liv- 
ing,” the keynote of this administra- 
tion of tlie Federation, will be empha- 
sized in these program outlines and 
in the addresses which will be given 
by nationally-known women and men. 

United States Surgeon-General 
Hugh S. Cumming; the Honorable 
Wesley E. Disney, United States Rep- 
resentative from Oklahoma: Colonel 
John Monroe Johnson, Assistant Sec- 
retary of Commerce; and Air. Kermit 
Roosevelt, vice-president of the Uni- 
ted States Lines, are among those 
who will address the Board. Repre- 
sentative Disney will discuss the bill 
which he introduced at the last ses- 
sion of Congress, providing for the 
establishment of a National Academy 
of Public Affairs, this proposed leg- 
islation being in lino with the educa- 
tional program of the General Feder- 
ation. Colonel Johnson and Air. Roose- 
velt will speak on the American Aler- 
chant Marino, while Surgeon-General 
Cumming will discuss Public Health 
problems. 

Other speakers will include Airs. 
Ellen S. Woodward, assistant adminis- 
trator of the Federal Emergency Re- 
lief Administration and the Works 
Progress Administration, who will tell 
what women in these Administrations 
are really doing; Aliss Bertha Nein- 
burg, assistant director of the Wom- 
an’s Bureau of the Department of La- 
bor, whose subject will be tho Econ- 
omic Problems Confronting, Women 
with which the Bureau is coping; 
and Mrs. William Brown Meloney, 
editor of "This Week,” and presiding 
genius of the New York Herald Trib- 
une’s annuul Forum on Current Prob- 
lems, who will he presented by the 
Federation’s Department of Press and 
Publicity. Airs. Grace Morrison Poole, 
former president of the Federation, 
and now vice-chairman of tho depart- 
ment of International Relations, will 
discuss some current International 
problems. There will also bo two 
speakers on the question of granting 
suffrage to residents of the District 
of Columbia.

You can balance it by inflation and 
meet Hell. Or you can balance It by 
utter bankruptcy. But we have got 
to balance the budget, so they say. 
Do you think we are going to accom- 
plish it in our generation? Upon tin* 
shoulders of youth will rest the bal- 
ancing of the budget, but those who 
created the circumstances will be be- 
yond activity or will have passed on 
altogether.” 

Decrying the failure of ’ hard-head- 
ed business men” In their attempts to 
bring this country out of its difllcul 
ties. Miss Slattery said, "You hard- 
hearted business men have had your 
chance and have made a flue mess of 
running the country: I will never 
again apologize for my own idealism. 

1 believe we should have a greater 
measure of free speech and should 
give a more attentive hearing to those 
favoring newer methods. 

"The money tax. however, is as 
nothing compared with other taxes on 
youth, such as the tax of confusion 
This is a generation in a wilderness 
of disagreement. Signatures of na- 
tions mean nothing today. There was 
a time when the signature of a na- 
tion upon a piece of paper was a sa- 
cred bond of honor, not to be broken. 
When a nation declines in its ethical 
standards the loss to the morale of 
its youth is a bitter one.”

HOME OPENS SUNDAY 

FOR INSPECTION 

Public inspection of the General 
Electric "New American” demonstra- 
tion home, at 122 Nehoiden road, 
Waban, one of approximately a thou- 
sand that have been under construc- 
tion* all over the United States during 
recent months, will start Sunday, Jan.

The opening of the house \o the 
public will coincide with "New Amer- 
ican” openings throughout the United 
States, and will mark the completion 
of a phase of one of the most ambi- 
tious housing programs ever to be 
undertaken by a single organization. 

The architect took every member of 
the family into consideration and de- 
signed the home to fit the New Ameri- 
can mode of living. Rooms were pro- 
vided that, would supply privacy not 
merely for sleeping but for living as 
well. As a result, the house was de- 
signed with what the engineers call 
“use sequence” in mind. Occupants 
can accomplish their tasks and get 
from one room to another in the few- 
est possible number of steps— there is 
no “traffic problem” as in many con- 
ventional homes. The rooms are ex- 
ceptionally large for the cubic footage 
involved. Instead of having the usual 
65 to 70 per cent usable space, the 
new house has as high as 85 per 
cent. 

The "New American" home is as at- 
tractive inside as it is outside. Air 
conditioning. centrally controlled 
heating, and complete electrical equip- 
ment of modern design combine to 
make the house noteworthy. Many 
firms participated in equipping and 
furnishing it. Widespread interest 
has been shown throughout the con- 
struction period and it is expected 
that hundreds of visitors will 3ee it 
during the inspection period. 


EXPLANATION OF LOCAL 
NEW AMERICAN HOME 

In answer to queries from many 
local individuals about the features 
of the "New American" house being 
constructed in Waban by Bradley & 
Jones. Builders, Mr. Bradley today 
outlined briefly the outstanding feu 
tures of this house being built under 
the provisions of a sweeping demon- 
stration home-building program. 

"While the new home that will be 
opened here on Sunday, Jan. 12th. 
will be one of very definite design,” 
ho declared, "the term 'New Ameri- 
can* refers not to a form of fabrica- 
tion, to any external style, or to any 
formal characteristic.

Kit- 
chen equipment should lie organized 
into work centers, each equipped to 
perform these functions efficiently. 

No Longer a Luxury 

As to the electrical equipment, the 
electric refrigerator uo longer is 
looked upon as a luxury but rather as 
a necessity. Owners find that the 
electric refrigerator is an investment, 
that it actually saves money for the 
housewife In that she can buy perish- 
ables in quantities on food bargain 
days and that she gets the benefit of 
lower prices on larger purchases, it 
also is recognized as a necessity in 
keeping foodstuffs in wholesome con- 
dition. 

More and more people are installing 
electric ranges in their kitchens. The 
modern range is speedy and economi- 
cal.

Moreover, it Is clean 
cookery; pots and pans are not 
blackened as in old types of flame 
cooking. 

Electric Dishwashers Foster Health 

So far. doctors represent the largest 
single group of electric dishwasher 
users, as physicians realize that elec 
trie dish washers have much to do 
with preventing the spread of com- 
municable diseases. It has been de- 
termined that at least 20 per cent of 
disease organisms adhere to eating 
and drinking utensils which arc 
washed and dried by a towel. Medical 
authorities say that approximately 90 
per cent of all communicable diseases 
are transmitted through the nose and 
mouth and these same diseases are 
carried in the saliva-borne and food- 
lmrne infections from eating utensils. 
Mechanical dishwashing eliminates 
tills danger. 

Exit the Garbage Can 

Tin* newest electrical device for the 
home is an applicants which grinds 
waste foods and thereby eliminates 
tlie garbage can. The device is in- 
stalled beneath the kitchen sink and 
can be attached to existing Hinks or 
it can be obtained in conjunction with 
the General Electric dishwasher en- 
semble It grinds and pulpifies all 
waste foods, including citrus fruit 
skins, chicken bones, and chop bones. 
Reduced to a fine pulp, this waste 
food is flushed by water and carried 
away as part of the sewage stream.

IS MASS OF SERVANTS 

But You Don’t Stumble Over 
Them, Since They Are 
Rarely Seen 


It is not only the first, cost but the 
upkeep that will gladden the hearts of 
householders in the “New American” 
all-electric homes. Because of t he 
natural impulse of the head of a fam- 
ily to look askance at the cost of op- 
erating electric labor-saving devices, 
despite their convenience and effi- 
ciency, two homes containing the ba- 
sic equipment found in “New Ameri- 
enp” houses were selected recently 
from different sections of the coun- 
try and an analysis of their electrical 
costs prepared. 

In a typical thoroughly electrified 
home in Cleveland, a close check on 
current consumption was made by the 
installation of sub-meters during a 
four-month period extending from Au- 
gust through November. The house 
was a seven-room dwelling contain- 
ing 57 appliances and 44 lamps, or 
a total of 101 current-consuming de- 
vices. The connected load for light- 
ing alone was 2800 watts. Accord-^ 
lng to a list compiled by the owner," 
electricity performs 81 jobs in this 
home. 

Analyze*!, the consumption was as 
follows: During the four-month pe- 

riod tho electric range used 60 kilo- 
watt-hours: small cooking appliances 
156 kilowatt-hours; tho refrigerator, 
180 kilowatt-hours; miscellaneous 
small appliances, excluding the kit- 
chen, 72 kilowatt-hours; portable 
lamps, 108 kilowatt-hours; general 
lighting, ceiling and bracket fixtures. 
264 kilowatt-hours. This is a total 
of 840 kilowatt-hours, an average of 
seven per day or 220 per month, at a 
cost of 28- cents a day or $8.80 a 
month at the prevailing basic rate 
of 4c per k.w.h. In this home it was 
found that small appliances in the kit- 
chen, excluding the refrigerator, con- 
sumed about three times as much cur- 
rent as the range. 

In the other home, located in up- 
state New York, there are 40 appli- 
ances and 61 lamps. Power appli- 
ances, such as sewing machine, fans 
and ventilator, dishwasher, cleaner, ra- 
dio, and refrigerator, cost 60 cents a 
week; heating appliances such as the 
range, ironer, heaters, and irons 
amount to 94 cents; while the cost 
of lighting, including a floodlight and 
three sunlamps, is 80 cents. The 
owner, who has had long experience 
with an electrified home, points out 
that electrical appliances cost money 
only when they operate — also that the 
cost of operating power devices is 
ridiculously low as compared with 
other applications of electrical en- 
ergy. 

In this home the total cost of light, 
refrigeration, and electric range, as 
analyzed by the manager of the local 
power company, was $5.25 per month. 
When this was subtracted from the 
average monthly bill, only $3.75 re-

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Police To Arrest 
Drivers After 
Fatal Accidents 


Courtesy Shown to Drivers Has 
Obstructed Prosecution 


Chief Michael Hughes of the New- 
ton police stated on Tuesday that in 
the future drivers of automobiles in- 
volved in fatal accidents in this city 
will he placed under arrest on techni- 
cal charges of driving to endanger 
and manslaughter. This method is 
used in other cities and permits the 
arraignment of drivers within a day 
or two of the accident. Usually, in 
such cases the judge orders a continu- 
ance of the case to permit complete 
Investigation. For the past few years 
Newton police have extended the cour- 
tesy to drivers of cars involved in fa- 
tal accidents of not placing them un- 
der arrest immediately following acci- 
dents. This clemency on the part of 
the police has resulted in a practice 
growing up of counsel demanding 
hearings on the issuance of com- 
plaints. This has occurred in two fa- 
tal accidents recently, that at West 
Newton at midnight on December 31, 
and at Newtonvllle on January id. 
The result is that weeks elapse before 
drivers involved can he arraigned in 
court, witnesses are compelled to at- 
tend hearings as well as court trials, 
and complications ensue. The police 
also deem it necessary to withhold 
facts of accidents from the press and 
public until complaints against the 
drivers of cars have been allowed and 
issued. 


Youth Breaks Auto 
Laws, Fined $15 

John Mclsaac, 18, of 859 Beacon 
st., Newton Centre, was fined $10 in 
the Newton court last Friday for 
speeding and $5 for driving without 
proper lights. Patrolman Green testi- 
fied that on December 30 he stopped 
Mclsaac for speeding and driving a 
car with only one headlight. The de- 
fendant had no driving license and 
promised to bring one he claimed to 
possess to Green. He failed to keep 
the promise and when Green saw the 
car a couple of nights after parked in 
Newton Centre square, he obtained 
the complaints against Mclsaac.

His funeral serv- 
ice was held on Monday morning at 
Our Lady’s Church and burial was 
at Hopklnton.

Priest Criticizes 
Speeding On

Father Sheridan spoke of the 
high rate of speed at which motor 
vehicles are driven along Washington 
st.. and of the danger which both 
adults and the children attending the 
parochial school are subjected to 
while crossing the street. He advo- 
cated the placing of traffic signals at 
Washington and Adams sts., and at 
Washington and Harvard sts On Mon- 
day Father Sheridan conferred with 
Chief of Police Hughes relative to 
speeding of automobiles on Washing- 
ton st. Patrolmen have been appre- 
hending speeders on Washington st. 
this week and as a result a number 
of nutoists will appear in court. 

Several years hgo the late Rev. 
Lawrence Slattery requested that a 
traffic signal be plated on Washing- 
ton st., opposite Adams st. The State 
Department or Public Works refused 
to authorize the signal on the conten- 
tion that a sufficient volume of vehic- 
ular traffic did not use Adams st. It 
was contended, however, by those de- 
siring the signal, that a pedestrian- 
controlled signal, similar to that on 
Commonwealth ave. near Lake st., 
should be installed. Before Washing- 
ton st. was resurfaced a few years ago 
wires were laid opposite Adams st. so 
that such a signal could be installed. 
A determined attempt will now be 
made to have the signal placed at 
this point.

The committee which has 
formulated tentative Rules of Organ- 
ization and Procedure for the Coun- 
cil is composed of Miss Hiiga Nelson, 
of the Newton District Nursing Asso- 
ciation, as Chairman: Miss Harriet 
Parsons. General Secretary of the 
Newton Welfare Bureau and Mr. 
Harr Bascora, G'n^ral Secretary of 
the Newton Y. M. C. A. 

The Council will be an integral part 
of the Community Chest organization 
and the Executive Director of the 
Community Chest. Mr. L. A. Bruce. 
Jr., will be the Executive Director of 
the Council. The function of the 
Council, which will include represen- 
tatives from the Chest Member-Agen- 
cies. from the City Departments, and 
from all clubs and organizations per- 
forming community service, will be to 
do social planning for Newton. It will 
bring fullest cooperation between all 
organizations into play and develop 
coordination of purposes, activities 
and programs among them to the high- 
est degree.

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AN INTERESTING PROBLEM 

The definite announcement by Ex-Mayor Weeks that he 
would seek the endorsement of the Republican pre-primary 
convention as the party’s candidate for United States Senator 
presents an interesting problem. Prior to the Weeks’ an- 
nouncement there were two avowed candidates in Represen- 
tative Henry Cabot Lodge. 2nd. and Ex-State Senator James 
Cavanaugh. Weeks and Lodge are the most prominently 
mentioned of the present candidates although it is quite 
possible that others may be in the field before the conven- 
tion in June. 

Ex-Mayor Weeks is a business executive of proven ability. 
He has had considerable experience in politics, in municipal 
affairs, in industry, and his attitude toward sound money is 
well-known. With the possibility of Speaker Saltonstall 
receiving the convention endorsement as governor the presence 
of Weeks’ name upon the same ballot is in some circles 
construed as a handicap as both are residents of Newton. Rep- 
resentative Lodge is a keen student of government, has had 
considerable legislative experience not only in Massachusetts 
but through several years’ contacts in Washington as a po- 
litical correspondent. He also has more than a passing 
understanding of international affairs through press service 
as a foreign correspondent. Both may be considered to have 
youth and background. In some circles it is also pointed out 
that Lodge would also be a handicap to the Republican ticket 
as a running mate of Mr. Saltonstall because of the similarity 
of family background. These reflections are but a few of 
the many that the delegates to the convention will have to 
focus their attention on in determining the make-up of the 
party ticket in June. 


TRAFFIC CONTROL IN NEWTON 

As a result of the fatal accident on Washington street early 
last Friday evening motor vehicle inspectors have been con- 
ducting a campaign to reduce speeding upon Washington street 
and the Worcester turnpike. Many motorists have been booked 
for traffic violations. The attempt should have the whole- 
hearted support of motorists as well as citizens. The accident 
is not the first that has occurred in this vicinity and many are 
the complaints that have been registered as to the difficulty 
pedestrians have in crossing this thoroughfare. Rev. John H. 
Sheridan of the Church of Our Lady has renewed the agitation 
started by his predecessor a few years ago for the installation 
of pedestrian controlled signals at the intersections of Harvard 
and Adams streets with Washington. There is much merit 
in the proposal and in fact provision was made at Adams street 
for the possibility of sufch installations when the concrete 
surface was laid. It is evident that effectual steps must be 
taken if the ever present dangers are to eliminated and the 
matter is one which should not be overlooked nor further 
delayed.

At the meeting of the local Rotary 
Club at Braeburn this week the speak- 
er was Professor Clarence Skinner, 
Dean of the Tufts School of Theol 
ogy. and his subject. “Prejudices." 
Professor Skinner defined prejudices 
as ideas, emotions, or points of view 
which are so firmly lodged in the 
mind as to prevent one from seeing 
the truth ns it objectively is; and he 
selected the abstract field of Science 
for an illustration, pointing out the 
difficulties that Pasteur encountered 
with the medical profession of his day 
in securing recognition for his theo- 
ries which are accepted today by 
even the laymen as elementary. The 
chief factor favoring the growth and 
strengthening of a prejudice seems 
to he a desire to escape from eom- 
netition: for instance the Jews in 
Germany have excelled in the fields 
of business and the professions and 
have now become the scapegoats. 

Many prejudices have their inception 
in the home, in the press, and even 
in the schools. Oft times in the homes, 
the impression which leads to the 
prejudice is given in an entirely un- 
conscious manner; and this is true 
in many other cases although the 
present state of tin* German press is 
an illustration of the worst extreme 
of directed and cultivated prejudices. 
Racial prejudice is being fanned in 
Germany right along but in this coun- 
try we are not without our Negro 
problem. 

Professor Skinner feels that two 
things will help to remedy the situ- 
ation: a cultivation hv everyone of 
the scientific attitude of mind which 
strives to see things exnctly as they 
are rather than as we think they are 
or as we should like to he: and «i 
more general and sincere acceptance 
of the principle of the Golden Rule, 
which would lead us to judge as we 
would be judged by.

amount recovered $2258. Eleven 
search warrants for liquor were 
served. The annual report of the 
Chief of the Fire Department shows 
that there were 44 box alarms ill 
1885, still alarms 11, telephone calls 
12. calls out of the city 7; a total of 
74. The loss on real estate was $13.- 
175: personal property, $6151; Insur- 
ance paid on both, $15,233. 


Andrew J. Fiske, West Newton 
plumber, lost a valuable horse on Mon- 
day. The animal developed signs of 
an acute disorder at 6:30 in the morn- 
ing and died at 10:30. Dr. McLaugh- 
lin made an examination and revealed 
the cause as extreme peritonitis.

How times have changed. In the 
postoffice department as In other ac- 
tivities.

Now 
one observes men delivering mall 
without even a semblance of a uni- 
form. We are glad to see unemployed 
men obtain temporary work In the 
postfllces and it would he hardship 
to compel these men to even purchase 
a uniform cap. But. they should at 
least be provided with a badge to be 
worn conspicuously. 


Last week there died In this city a 
man who had been a resident of New- 
ton for 50 years. For nearly half of 
that time he had been blind as a re- 
sult of having been hit in the eye by 
a snowball thrown by a boy. This 
man, a peaceful, industrious citizen 
was driving a wagon along Franklin 
st., Newton when he was hit on one 
eye by the snowball. Shortly after- 
ward he lost the sight of that eye 
and the loss of the sight of his other 
eye followed. He had a wife and 
three young children depending on 
him. They were deprived of his sup- 
port and he had to endure blindness 
for over twenty years, all because of 
the boldness and thoughtlessness of 
the hoy who threw the snowball. 


The horrible death of Martin Finan. 
an old resident of Newton who was 
struck by an automobile and instant- 
ly killed as he was crossing Wash- 
ington st. opposite Harvard st. last 
Friday evening at 5:30 again gives 
evidence of the need of police protec- 
tion for pedestrians who must cross 
this street. A number of persons 
have been lilt and fatally Injured by 
motor vehicles while crossing Wash- 
ington st. and many collisions of cars 
have occurred. The smooth, cement 
surface of this broad, s’.raig i .iigh- 
way tempts many autoi t ; o t uvel 


at reckless speeds. While the opera- 
tor of the car that hit Mr. Finan may 
not have been driving at an unrea- 
sonable speed, n large percentage of 
cars and trucks which travel along 
the street are operated at speeds of 
40, 50 and more miles per hour. Pedes- 
trian controlled signals should he 
plnced at Adams st. and at Centre 
ave. and a motorcycle officer should 
patrol this street during the day and 
early night hours. The most danger- 
ous period of the day Is between 4:30 
and 6 evenings, especially when it Is 
dusk or dark at this time. Until the 
past several years there were eight 
motorcycle officers on tho Newton Po- 
lice Department, but this number was 
reduced to two. The protection of 
life is the most important duty of 
the police and with the appalling 
number of deaths and injuries caused 
by automobiles, traffic control and 
regulation has become the most seri- 
ous problem affecting the safety of 
the people of this country. 


Comparatively few persons who 
reach an advnnced age have the dis- 
tinction of dying in the house in which 
they were horn. John Hanlon of 
Pearl st., Newton, who died last week 
at the age of 70 died in the house in 
which he was horn. But, the unique 
thing about this was — that when Mr. 
Hanlon was born, the house was lo- 
cated on Hunnewell ave., Newton, 
more than a mile from where it was 
located when he died. The house was 
moved about 50 years ago. 


Only a few years ago Winter st.. 
Boston was a dignified, retail business 
Htreet, in keeping with the reputation 
Boston enjoyed in the past. The 
other day we walked along Winter st. 
In one of the large, display windows 
of a big furrier’s store an attractive, 
bleached blonde was strutting and 
smirking as she modelled a fur coat 
for the edification of a crowd of gap- 
ing women who blocked the sidewalk. 
In the doorway of another store a girl 
was standing and inviting passershy 
in loud tones to sample salted nuts. A 
few feet away a barker was calling at- 
tention to a cafe upstairs. If this 
evolution of Winter st. continues It 
will soon resemble the oldtime Bow- 
ery in New York. 

On Monday the bulletin hoard of 
the Boston Transcript stated that 
Mayor Childs is supporting the can- 
didacy of Ex-Mayor Weeks for the 
Republican nomination as United 
States Senator. Mayor Childs says 
that he has not, ns yet, aligned him- 
self with any of the candidates for 
Senator.

It Has To Happen 

How wise were they who cautioned 
me in vain in my school days of the 
importance of close application to my 
studies and particularly the subjects 
which were the most difficult and 
the least interesting. How often have 
I thought of the warning and regret- 
ted my heedless behavior. There 
comes a time, once regularly each 
year, when 1 am seized with a feel- 
ing of self-reproach as spread before 
me lie the income tax blanks of our 
Federal and State governments. 

Despite the Lilliputian amount in- 
volved I am always distressed. The 
struggle to muster the complex and 
involved questions, combined with 
threatened punishment if I err as 
much as a cent’s worth, throws me in- 
to a series of hot and cold sweats. 
Never was I any good on figures and 
now, with the grim and imposing de- 
mand that 1 he most accurate, I fal- 
ter, fuss and almost fail. It is the 
most miserable period of all the year 
to me. Many people put off until the 
last minute the lilling-out of their 
blanks. If their annual agony is sim- 
ilar to mine I can understand their 
procrastination. 

How Poets Operate 

Although by no means a practical 
person I have been convinced by hit- 
ter and sweet experience that one 
must at times get down to brass 
tacks. Not a delicate metaphor and 
hardly appropriate when discussing 
poetry. But I am a crude fellow at 
best, though I possess admiration for 
writers of verse. I envy these men 
and women as they dash off line upon 
line, whether it he jingle, lyric or 
sedate and ponderous philosophy or 
narrative. 

It happened to he my good fortune 
to encounter a poet of that school 
to whom a poem is not a poem unless 
it contains a minimum of two dozen 
versos. Moreover, In* deals in every 
subject under the sun. The fact that 
his effusions are seldom if ever print 
ed makes no difference. He Is the 
most industrious versifier I know. So, 
when I asked, “Where do you get so 
muny themes?" I was not surprised 
to have him answer, "They come to 
me out of the air and I write them 
down wherever I may be." 

"Do you carry a note-book for that 
special purpose?” I went on. 

“No, that would be too methodi- 
cal,” lie replied. “When I feel that 
the idea may flee before I get to my 
study I write It down on the Inside 
flap of a curd of matches." 

From the reading of some of his 
masterpieces I knew at once thut in 
such a cramped space there was am- 
ple room for his brain-child. 

Harrowing Thoughts 

Brooding does one no good. Yet 
l sometimes find it inuvniriuble. I 
believe* that in this I am not alone 
for misery not only likes company hut 
hunts everywhere for as many sud 


faced companions as it can find. What 
upset me was un attractive circular 
in colors. Pictures of young people 
engaged in winter sports on one page 
and then on the opposite an equally 
entrancing illustration of young wom- 
en and men dressed for the beach and 
lolling on the sands of Palm Beach. 
Bermuda or Hawaii. I was not envi- 
ous, for I enjoy watching people have 
a good time, but I went goofey at the 
message underneath, which said, “Let 
us get you ready for both ends of the 
thermometer.” All I could think of 
was a clinic, of nurses gliding about, 
of Holemn-visaged doctors in barbers’ 
rig and I the center of attraction. 
I pictured myself not only “ready for 
both ends of the thermometer” but 
with that very instrument half-way 
down my throat. I shuddered, my 
hand shook and I laid the paper down. 
No tropics, no snow fields and no 
thermometer in mine. 

Rough on a Dear Friend 

It did not surprise me to find a bill 
had been introduced in the Legisla- 
ture to prohibit pictorial proclama- 
tions of Santa Claus as chief endorser 
of one or more brands of liquor. It 
strikes me that the idea of a bibulous 
Saint Nicholas has been rather over- 
done and particularly during the fes- 
tive campaign of alcoholic publicity 
that marked the recent Yuletide. 

The proposed legislation, I under- 
stand. would make it a crime to hook- 
up Santa Claus and Soandso's famous 
blend of whisky. I doubt if any 
steady or unsteady consumer would 
be swayed in the least by Santa 
Claus' approval of this or that potent 
beverage. Neither, us I view it. would 
Ills devoted followers be lured from 
virtue’s path and turn tipplers be- 
cause of his example. The whole 
idea, however, muy be offensive to 
many, though hardly worthy of the 
attention of the Great and General 
Court. 

On the other hand some may endea- 
vor to piously explain that us the 
sale of liquor has been legalized it 
now has a legitimate place in the 
Santa Claus myth. That, however, is 
the height of nonsense. In fact, the 
whole business may well be left to 
public opinion, which will, in my opin- 
ion, put an end to it more quickly 
than un act of the Legislature.

General Butler 
Denounces War at 
Forum Meeting 

Says This Country Has Little to 
Fear From Japan 

A great warrior who would never- 
theless keep us out of wars, Major 
Smedley D. Butler, Retired, of the 
U. S. Marine Corps, discussed Amer- 
ica’s relations with the Orient at the 
Newton Community Forum last Sun- 
day afternoon. Replete with droll an- 
ecdotes and satirical reflections on 
international relations, the address 
was most impressive as an argument 
for non-interference in foreign affairs 
Introduced by General Daniel Need- 
ham, the speaker stated: 

“We should not be afraid of the 
Orient. We are not going to have 
war with Japan, but if we don’t 
watch our step we may allow a lot 
of alarmists and jingoes to put us in 
a position where we cannot get out of 
it. 

"For every war you have to have 
a slogan. This time it’s the open 
door in China. Our trade with China 
is small and the trade balance is 
against us, but trade with Japan is 
running in our favor over $2,000,000 
a month. We would do better to close 
the Chinese door and endeavor to 
keep open the Japanese one. The 
question is whether it is worth while 
for us to lose four or five million 
American boys to maintain our Chi- 
nese trade under these conditions. 

“Japan could not make war on us 
now if she wanted to. The Japanese 
I have talked to are perfectly frank 
about it. They say, ‘We want our 
place in the sun. We carry our farm 
lands in a spoon. We must have 
room for expansion, and they tell tho 
people there is plenty of vacant land 
in Manchuria. But they are too busy 
in Asia to think of coming over to 
attack us. 

“I think the next great Wnr will 
start in the East. Japan wants to 
he a great empire. She wants to 
combine with China and run the com- 
bination. In reality this is a matter of 
getting oil. No nation can he a great 
empire without oil. 

“She knows the League of Na- 
tions doesn’t put sanctions on oil. It 
hasn't dared because the Standard 
Oil Company is more powerful than 
most nations. I am reminded of the 
time when the United States sent 
3,000 marines to China at the be- 
hest of the Standard Oil Company. 

“In addition to oil Japan needs 
coni. To make good coke to make

Unite For 

Young People’s 
Conference Here 


Nineteen Organization* Plan 
Large Meeting 


Plans are well underway for a large 
Young People’s Conference to be held 
Feb. 14 and 15 in Newtonvllie. For 
the first time in the history of the city 
nineteen organizations representing 
young people of this community have 
formed an allied agencies’ conference 
and it looks as if it will be a meeting 
where between four and five hundred 
older boys and girls will gather for 
two days. 

The principal speaker will be Dr.

good steel you havo to have good coal, 
Japan gets coking coal from mines 
In Chinn south of the Great Wall. 
The Japanese took Manchuria be- 
lieving there would be oil, and after 
two years they got 25,000 tons n 
year, which was not a drop in the 
bucket.” 

Humorously alluding to America’s 
imperialistic methods in the creation 
of the Republic of Panama, Gen. But- 
ler said: 

“Japan is doing the same thing in 
Chinn, Manchuria did not have the 
oil nnd the coal. Both nre found 
south of the Great Wall. Therefore 
Japan moved south of the Great Wall 
— said the Chinese had insulted them 
It is also exactly like the experience 
we had in the Philippines in 1899. 

“There enn be no doubt that Japan, 
Germnny nnd Itnly will tie up. All 
havo government by the sword. All 
havo the same basis of serfdom of the 
soldier classes. Do you think that 
combination can come over here? 
What would France do to Germnny If 
Germnny came over here? What 
would Russia do? They are all bal- 
anced In Europe. They have not time 
to attack us. 

“Our flag Is misused. It is used to 
cover illegal rackets. It has no busi- 
ness on ships carrying munitions to 
countries at war. The proper use of 
our flag ought to be determined by the 
130 millions whose lives depend on it. 
Let them put up the House of Morgan 
flag on ships carrying arms to En 
rope.” 

To indicate that we need not fear 
war now, Gen. Butler stated during 
the question period that in England 
the great Lloyd’s organization hns of- 
fered 500 to l the United States will 
not have war within the next 10 years. 
He reiterated his belief in isolationist 
policies and the maintenance of arm- 
aments of a strictly defensive nature. 
He maintained that if American war 
vessels were restricted to a short 
cruising radius they could not he used 
by jingoistic politicians to attack oth- 
er nations. America should not main- 
tain a large fleet in the Pacific, and 
the abandonment of the Philippines is, 
in his opinion, a wise measure, saving 
us from possible war with other na- 
tions. Japan, however, is too busy now 
in Asia to bother with the Philippines.

Waban Wants Bus 
Line Changes 

On Wednesday night at City Hall 
a hearing was held before the Li- 
censes Committee on a proposal to 
mnke important changes in routes of 
tlie Middlesex & Boston bus lines in 
tills city. Delegates from the Waban 
Improvement Association asked for 
more frequent bus service for that 
village. They favored a plan devised 
by Phillip Ver Planck of Fenwick 
id. which would discontinue the line 
from Lake st. to Newton Highlands 
along Commonwealth ave. and re 
place it by a line which would run 
between Waban and Cleveland Cir- 
cle, Brookline, via Beacon st. An- 
other suggested change in the plans 
would be to discontinue the Newton 
to Waban line and the Newtonville- 
Newton Centre line and replace these 
by a line which would run from Oak 
Hill to Newton Centre. Newton Cor- 
ner. Newtonville and thence back to 
Newton Centre and Oak Hill. This 
line would run only in one direction, 
so that any person living between 
Newton Centre and Newton Corner, 
or between Newtonville and Newton 
Centre, now served by existing lines, 
would have to take a roundabout trip 
to get back home. 

Residents of Oak Hill who were 
present concurred in these plans, but 
Harry Hanson, president of the M & 
B. who was also present, did not fa- 
vor the abandonment of the heavily 
patronized line between Newtonville 
and Newton Centre, nor the idea of 
having only a one-way circuit line 
from Oak Hill.

Rev. Jay T. Stocking. D.D., pastor 
of tho First Congregational Church 
of Newton Centre, died In the New- 
ton Hospital on Monday, January 27. 
He was taken ill with pneumonia a 
week before und had been a patient 
at the hospital since the preceding 
Tuesday. Dr. Stocking was one of 
the most prominent Congregational 
clergymen in this country, and in June 
1934 at Oberlln, Ohio was elected mod- 
erator of tho National Council of Con- 
gregational and Christian Churches. 
He was horn in Lisbon, New York 65 
years ago. the son of Myron T. and 
Elizabeth (Thompson) Stocking. He 
graduated from Amherst College in 
1895, from Yale Divinity School in 
1901, and was ordained a Congrega- 
tional minister that year. In 1913 
Amherst awarded him the degree of 
D.D. 

He served as assistant pastor of the 
Church of the Redeemer, New Haven 
from 1901 to 1903. He held the fol- 
lowing pastorates — First Church, Bel- 
lows Falls, Vt., 1903-1905; Central 
Congregational Church, Newtonville, 
1905-191 1; First Church. Washington, 
I). C., 1914-1915; Union Congrega- 

tional Church, Upper Montclair, New 
Jersey, 1915-1927; Pilgrim Congrega- 
tional Church, St. Louis, 1927-1935; 
First Congregational Church, Newton 
Centre, May, 1935. Among the offi- 
ces Dr. Stocking held were — presiden- 
cy of the Board of Trustees of the 
Congregational Conference of Mis- 
souri, trustee of the Congregational 
Annuity Fund, trustee of Drury Col- 
lege, Oberlln College and Iberia Acad- 
emy, member of the Executive Com- 
mission of the Federation of Churches, 
chairman of the Congregational Com- 
mission of Missions, member of the 
Board of Ministerial Relief, member 
of tlie Commission on International 
Justice and Good Will of the Federal 
Council ol’ Churches of Christ in 
America, and director of tho Ameri- 
can Peace Society. He was the au- 
thor of numerous ethical books for 
children. 

Dr. Stocking is survived by his wife, 
Mrs. Grace (Porter) Stocking; and 
four daughters, Mrs. Philip Bishop, 
London; Mrs. James P. Wilson. St. 
Louis; Misses Josephine and Alice 
Stocking of Newton Centre. 

Funeral services were held Wednes- 
day in the First Congregational 
Church, Newton Centre. President J. 
Edgar Park of Wheajon College offi- 
ciated, assisted by Dr. S. Parkes Cad- 
man. who pronounced the benediction. 

The deacons of the church were 
hearers: Robert E. Anderson, Leon- 
ard W. Rowley. Dean Vaughan Dab- 
ney, George A. Holmes, Professor 
Frederick S. Woods, Almon E. Fales,

Receives Protest 


Tiie resolution of censure against 
Kirtley F. Mather of the Newton 
School Committee, recently passed by 
Newton Post. American Legion, was 
read at the meeting of the school 
committee on Monday night. Mr. 
Mathr-r was criticized by the Legion 
Post because of his opposition to the 
compulsory oath of allegiance which 
teachers must now take. This resolu 
tion was instigated by James A. Wa 
ters of Newton Highlands, a member 
of the Newton Board of Registrars, 
and an attorney. After tlie resolution 
was read by Secretary Kellar of the 
school committee, Mr. Mather sug- 
gested that he would leave the room 
while his colleagues discussed the 
resolution. George H. F^rnald. J r.. 
chairman of the committee, told Mr. 
Mather that he need not absent him- 
self as no action was necessary on~ihe 
resolution other than acknowledging 
its receipt. 

Supt. of Schools. Warren expressed 
his appreciation of the $50,000 gift 
made by Mrs. Eugenia Brown of New- 
ton Centre which will provide schol 
arships for boys of Newton. Mr. War- 
ren said the gift fills a great need. 
Last year there were 45 applica 
for the Meserve Fund Scholarships, 
and only two could be granted.

To the Editor: 

The rapidly growing arousal of in- 
terest in tlie whole temperance move 
ment through tlie ranks of tlie major 
Church Denominations in this country 
Is highly significant. This interest 
lias developed into concrete action in 
the Middle West where the Baptist, 
Congregational. Presbyterian, Method 
dist. Friends, and other denominations 
are either inaugurating or planning 
programs intended to appraise con- 
structively the current liquor condi- 
tions in the light of two years of tlie 
re-established traffic. 

The plan adopted by the Chicago 
Area Council of the, Methodist Epis- 
copal Churoh provides that every 
Methodist Church in Chicago and 
Northern Illinois shall at once move 
to create within its membership a 
delegated Church Temperance Com- 
mittee on which every organization 
in tlie Church shall be represented, 
which shall at once proceed to sus- 
tain temperance activities in its own 
community with concrete plans call 
ing for: 

A social survey of liquor conditions; 
study and appraisal of liquor advertis- 
ing: inquiry into the effect of liquor 
upon youth and home life 
of personal savings from 
use; law enforcement ( 
with local officials; development of 
united action in each community, in 
local option elections, and in the nom- 
ination of dry legislators; investiga- 
tion of alcohol’s increasing part in 
traffic accidents: establishment of 
classes for scientific, social, economic, 
and political study of the liquor prob- 
lem. 

Some such program inaugurated by 
Newton men and women in the 
Churches and other organizations in- 
terested in tlie welfare of youth would 
lead to a better understanding of the 
evils of this difficult national prob- 
lem and supply information which 
would enable tlie citizens of Newton 
to vote intelligently in tlie fall of 
1936 on the questionin' Hie sale of 
liquor in our fair city.

Mr. Alexander Standish of Lake 
ave.. Newton Highlands, recently gave 
an address upon the subject of “Gov- 
ernment Credit’’ before the National 
Institute of Credit. Mr. Standish. 
who is president of a well-known Bos- 
ton firm of investment counselors, 
spoke in part as follows: 

“Of the present debt of $30.6 bil- 
lion nearly two-thirds mature in tlie 
next ten years and only one-third at 
a later date.” “Furthermore, some 
current estimates place the debt at 
fhe end of 1937 fiscal year at nearly 
$36 billion and, unless present financ- 
ing methods are changed, probably 
00% of it will be in maturities of 
live years or less. At the end or the 
1932 fiscal year, tlie debt was $19.5 
billion and only 27% of it was short- 
term. Thus it is evident that virtu 
ally the entire deficit lias been 
financed with short-term debt. if. 
as Is frequently stated, the Govern- 
ment’s credit is better than ever be 
Ion*, why is not this short debt re- 
funded? In the current period of re< 
ord low money lutes nearly all cor 
porations with good credit are refund- 
ing their debt to long-term low con 
pon bonds. The question of why dm 
n’t the Treasury follow a similar po] 
icy is pertinent und possibly u ijm, 
embarrassing to Treasury official ’ 
‘‘One reason lies perhaps in tin 
myth of lower interest charges. Tin 
Secretary of the Treasury boasted, in 
ills recent annual report, of tin 
thut annual interest charges \,. r , 
reduced $93 million lust y, ar d< qni.

THE WEEK IN NEWTON SPORTS

NEWTON TRACK TEAM 
WINS NORTHEASTERN 

Scoring twenty points In five evontH, 
Don Enoch's great Newton High track 
team met their first tent of the in- 
terflcholastic season la.st Saturday by 
a smashing victory in the Northeast- 
ern University games at the Boston 
Garden. Newton's 20-point total led 
Brookline, the runner-up, by XV* 
points, and was the third highest to- 
tal ever scored in this opening con 
clavo of eastern Massachusetts teams. 

Warren Wittens was the only indi- 
vidual winner for Newton, cutting 
more than a second off the ’’300” rec- 
ord. The Newton ace had taken sec- 
ond in the hurdles earlier in the meet, 
and wound up his day with a fast an- 
chor leg on the relay team, which 
won its race with Everett in the fast 
est time of the thirty-one teams com- 
peting. 

Forte Scores in Dash 

Boii Hartman of Brookline was the 
best hurdler in the meet, as lie was 
last year. He pared tho record to 
5.6 in his first heat, then made tiie 
some time in the semi-final and final. 
Ace Wittens and Ray Hiding regis- 
tered 5.8, the mark which stood foi 
eight years as the record, in winning 
their semi-finals, then pushed Hart 
mann through in the final. Hiding 
actually seemed to follow Hartmann 
by a yard in the final, with Wittens 
fighting to take third, but the judges 
called it differently. 

Paul Forte, junior sprint hope, 
looked like the fastest Newton has 
seen since Walter Holmes, galloping 
through the fastest semi-final and tak 
ing third behind Masters of Lynn and 
Louis Montgomery of Brockton in the 
finals. The time of the finals was 
5.7, and Forte’s semi-final, run in those 
figures, indicates that he will be a de- 
pendable scorer at fifty yards. 

Newton athletes came through in 
nearly every event where they were 
expected to score, but an unfortunate 
fall robbed Bob Muther of a chance 
to score points in the 300-yard run. 
Co-Captain Warren Wittens ran the 
first heat in 35 seconds, taking one 
fifth of a second off Leon Rogers’ 
record time of 1935, and the way 
he broke the record was amazing, as 


he roasted his second lap. looking 
behind to watch the next man. Bud 
Muther ran Ills trial heat in 36.1, 
which turned out to be the slowest 
of the five run, and he was forced to 
fake the outside lane in the final. H<* 
got off to a fast start, but stumbled 
at the far side of the first turn and 
fell off the track, losing the others 
by thirty yards or more. Ace Wittens 
took tin even second off his new ref- 
old. winning the final in 34s. and lead 
ing home Masters of Lynn Classical 
by ten yards. 

Jack Allen was unable to register , 
among the high Jumpers, going out 
in that event at 5 ft. 8 in., as Boh 1 
Hartman soared to a new record of 
G ft. 1 in. in winning. Newton was ! 
handicapped by the absence In this 
meet of the broad jump, in which sev- 
eral of the team aro very strong. 
Nathaniel Heard, shotputter, got New- 1 
ton’s only points in field events by > 
taking the runner-up pluee in his \ 
event at 46 ft. 7M> in. Bill Gllllgan i 
of Brighton broke the shot record, 
with a fine toss of 52 ft. 6 5-8 in. 

Bud Muther, shaken up and with a 
sprained ankle from his tumble in the 
”300” final, was kept out of the re- 1 
lay, but Newton had no great trou- j 
hie in coming close to the record in 
winning the event from Everett. Ray 
Milling led oft with a 6-yard advan- 
tage over Marshall, and Jack Allen 
staved off Ed Springer’s fast running 
to hand over a three-yard lead to 
Paul Dussossoit. Mascianica, Everett’s 
great middle-distance star, who had 
just hung up the new meet record 
of 1 min. 16.8 in the ”600", could not 
run with Deucie and dropped about 
fifteen yards to the Newton hurdler. 
Ace Wittens wound up with a scorch- 
ing last 300 yards to finish forty yards 
ahead of Abe Ventura of Everett. 
Newton’s time, 2 min. 16.8 sec., gave 
the meet record of 2.16 even a close 
enough rub, considering the Don 

Enoch’s speed merchants were not 

under pressure even to win their 
event, since the meet was already un- 
der their collective belts.

Newton runners who did not score, 
but showed promise, were Mark Cor- 
thell in the ”600” and Dave Irwin

GAME, NEWTON IN FINAL 

In a bizarre finish, Newton High 
won from Cambridge Latin by de- 
fault in their decisive game at the 
Boston Arena Wednesday afternoon. 
With the score tied at 3-all after four 
overtime periods. Coach Jack Cul- 
ha no of Cambridge decided that the 
flying Frenchmen had played enough 
hockey for one day. and refused to let 
tiie hoys continue. 

Newton showed some improvement 
over their form of last Friday, wlmn 
they yielded a 3-0 game to tiie same 
Cambridge team on tiie same ice.
